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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  TOE    YEAR  ENDING  DEC.  81,  1903. 


The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  unusual  responsi- 
bility for  this  department.  There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in 
the  number  of  contageous  and  infectious  diseases,  and  as  a  re- 
sult a  large  increase  in  the  expense  account. 

During  the  year  of  1902  there  were  34  cases  of  contageous 
and  infectious  diseases.  During  the  year  1903  there  were  129 
cases,  an  increase  of  95  over  the  preceeding  year.  Following  is 
the  record  of  cases  reported  :

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  there  was  one  death  from 
Typhoid  Fever  and  two  deaths  from  Pneumonia  following  Meas- 
les.    There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  or  Small  Pox. 
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In  February  four  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  discovered  in 
three  buildings  wherein  were  lodged  sixty-four  people.  It  was 
necessary  to  maintain  a  strict  quarentine  of  the  sixty  peo- 
pie  who  had  been  exposed,  for  a  period  of  fourteen  days  (ten 
days  after  the  appearance  of  the  last  case).  These  people  were 
all  vaccinated  and  an  inspection  made  e\'ery  day  while  the  quar- 
entine was  in  force.  The  operatives  of  all  the  mills  and  work- 
shops as  well  as  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Correction  were 
vaccinated,  and  a  re- vaccination  of  about  two  hundred  unsuc- 
cessful cases  was  subsequently  performed.  The  children  in  the 
public  schools  were  all  inspected,  and  at  the  close  of  the  inspec- 
tion every  pupil  on  the  school  rolls  had  filed  with  the  school 
authorities  a  certificate  showing  that  vaccination  had  been  per- 
formed within  two  years,  or  that  they  were  unfit  subjecLb  for 
vaccination.  There  were  very  few  of  the  latter.  From  the  re- 
turns  made  to  the  Board  by  the  resident  physiciaus  and  by  other 
data  at  hand  we  estimate  that  fully  twenty-hve  hundi  ed  vaccina- 
tions have  been  performed  within  the  last  two  years.  Tins  is  a  veiy 
good  showing,  being  more  than  50  per  cent,  of  our  population. 
That  vaccination  is  a  th')rough  protection  against  epidemic  Small 
Pox  there  can  be  no  question. 

In  anticipation  of  future  cases  the  Board  has  retained  its 
hospital  furnished  and  equipped  for  their  reception.  We  hope 
there  will  be  no  occasion  for  its  use,  but  after  the  ex[)erience  of 
the  past  two  years,  and  with  the  disease  not  yet  eliminated  from 
the  manufacturing  towns  of  New  England,  we  deem  it  best  to  be 
fore- armed. 

Measles  were  epidemic  during  the  Spring  and  early   Sum- 
mer months.       They  were  generally  of  a  mild  type,    only  two 
deaths  occurring,  and  these  were  a  result  of  complications. 

There  were  no  fatal  cases  of  Diphtlieria,  a  result  doubt 
less  due  to  the   early  use  of  anti-toxine,  which  was  administered 
m  each  case. 

Of  the  twenty-three  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  twelv^e  were 
sent  to  the  Salem  Hospital.  This  was  deemed  necessary  by  the 
attending  physicians  and  this  Board,  and  involved  much  less  ex- 
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pense  than  trained  nursing  would  have  done  at  their  homes. 
Of  the  eleven  cases  receiving  home  treatment,  one  died. 

The  Board  traced  the  origin  of  these  cases  to  a  common 
soui'ce  of  infection.  The  probable  cause  was  removed  after 
which  there  were  no  more  casps. 

There  have  been  few  complaints  of  nuisances.  All  coming 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  Hoard  have  been  remedied  as  far  as  pos- 
sible.    The  Board  has  held  one  hearing  on  a  nuisance  coraj)liunt. 

All  (complaints  should  be  made  in  writing.  This  is  nec- 
essai-y  in  order  that  they  may  be  attended  to  in  a  business  like 
way.  The  names  of  the  conii)huning  parties  will  not  be  used  ex- 
cept in  such  cases  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  require  a  pub- 
lic hearing. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  most  sections  of  the  Town  is  as 
good  as  can  be  expected  where  the  cesspool  system  is  used  for 
sewerage  j^urposes.  This  at  its  best  is  far  from  ideal.  The 
brook  running  through  the  centre  of  the  Town  which  is  used  by 
a  large  number  of  people  as  a  common  sewer  is  a  menace  to  the 
public  health,  and  its  use  as  su(;h  a  sewer  should  be  discontinued. 
In   some  of   the   tenement   districts    where  there  is  much  over- 

« 

crowding  the  sanitary  conditions  are  bad.  The  Board  will  pro- 
bably have  to  make  some  regulation  before  the  coming  Summer 
to  limit  the  number  of  persons  who  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  a 
house.  VV^hether  such  a  regulation  can  be  satisfactorily  enfor- 
ced remains  to  be  tested,  and  this  calls  up  a  pretty  large  question, 
but  one  which  in  the  future  must  be  met;  viz:  that  of  sew- 
erage. It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  the  time  has  come 
when  some  preliminary  action  should  be  taken  whereby  the 
Town  uvAY  obtain  information  as  to  the  best  course  to  persue. 
The  question  is  too  large  a  one  to  be  settled  hurriedly,  and  this 
Boai"<l  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be  chosen  at  the  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  and  that  an  appropriat;ion  be  made  to  enable 
them  to  consnlt  a  sanitary  engineer  and  report  back  to  the  Town 
so  that  the  situation  may  be  understood  in  all  its  bearings.  The 
Town  will  then  be  in  a  position  to  take  up  the  matter  intelligent- 
ly, and  can  take  such  action  as  the  voters  may  determine. 
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The  Board  of  Health  is,  we  believe  the  onlv  oflBcial  Board 
in  Town  that  has  no  office  or  quarters  provided  for  its  use. 
Heretofore  its  members  have  been  obliged  to  make  such  arrange- 
ments as  they  could  for  its  meetings.  This  has  been  inconven- 
ient and  annoying,  and  detrimental  to  efficient  work.  We  would 
therefore  request  that  quarters  be  provided  for  us  in  the  Town 
House  or  elsewhere.  This  would  enable  us  to  give  hearings  both 
public  and  private  whenever  necessary  and  also  enable  us  to  es- 
tablish a  modest  laboratory  which  would  be  of  great  assistance 
in  many  ways.  In  closing  we  wish  to  thank  most  heartily,  the 
Ipswich  Physicians,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  all  others  who 
have  rendered  us  assistance  during  the  past  year.

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I  wish  to  call  the  attention   of  the  Town  to  the   fact   that 

the   reports   of   Commissions   of   the  State  are  forwarded  to  the 

Cities  and  Towns  every  year.     Ipswich  receiving  them  regularly, 

they  are  sent  to  the  Clerks  of  the  several    municipalities   in   the 

State,  and  are  among  the  Books  for  which  those  clerks   are  held 

responsible.     There  is  a  large  number  of  them  now  in  my  charge 

and  more  to  come  and  1  would  suggest  that  some  arrangement 
be  made  for  their  care,  they  are  now  arranged  on  shelves  in  the 
(^lerk  and  Treasurer's  office  and  as  the  room  is  small  they  occu- 
py a  place  that  is  much  needed  for  other  pm])oses.  They  are 
seldom  used  or  consulted,  many  of  them  have  ne^  er  been  open- 
ed, those  in  the  office  dating  back  to  1869.  Many  have  not  been 
touched  since  they  were  placed  on  the  shelves.  These  reports 
come  from  the  (/ommissioners  of  Lunacy  and  (.'harity.  Agricul- 
ture, Police,  Military,  Fire  Insurance,  etc.  etc.  What  to  do  with 
them  is  beginning  to  be  a  question,  as  they  now  remain  they  are 
in  the  way  and  take  up  the  room  so  much  needed.  The  Town 
Records  are  being  CiirefuUy  arranged  and  those  books  which  re- 
quire repair  or  rebinding  are  receiving  attention.  I  have  some 
volumes  which  will  be  attended  to  during  the  year  1904.  As  I 
have  previously  stated  these  records  are  the  history  of  the  Town 
and  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  no  effort  had  been  made  in 
former  yeai's  to  pj-eserve  and  care  for  them.  In  some  of  those 
books  parts  of  pages  are  missing  or  in  such  a  condition  that  they 
are  almost  illegible,  but  they  must  be  preserved  as  they  are  the 
record  of  the  acts  of  the  inhabitants  in  their  town  meetings,  they 
are  almost  the  only  rec^n'ds  we  have  that  we  may  say  are  really 
an  authentic  history  of  those  early  days.  While  we  must  by  the 
laws  of  the  State  relating  to  town  records  see  that  they  are  kept 
in  as  perfect  conrlition  as  possible,  it  seems  to  me  there  is  a  de- 
sire on  the  part  of  our  citizens  to  keej)  the  written  history  of  our 
old  town  carefully  guarded  against  possible  destruction.  We 
claim  that  here  within  its  corporate  limits  the  first  resistance  to 
wrong  and  unjust  taxation  occurred,  it  is  a  fact  that  a  record 
can  be  found  on  the  i)ages  of  the  book  of  records  foi-  the  year 
1687  which  justifies  that  claim  and  the  inscription  on   the  Town 
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seal  has  not  yet  been  disputed.  I  might  write  pages  on  this  sub- 
ject, but  as  space  will  not  permit,  I  will  simply  say  that  believing 
my  fellow  citizens  are  as  desirous  as  myself  that  the  records  of 
olden  time  should  be  properly  preserved,  I  shall  continue  the 
work  during  the  coming  year.

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OVERSEERS'   REPORT. 


The  expense  of  the  Poor  Department  has  not  been  quite 
so  large  as  last  year,  and  last  year  was  over  seven  hundred  dol- 
lars less  than  the  previous  year.  There  liave  been  fewer  calls  for 
assistance  than  in  previous  years,  but  some  of  the  individual 
cases  have  been  costly  ones.  The  physicians  today,  in  the 
praiseworthy  effort  to  gi^^e  to  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rich  every 
chance  foi-  recovery  from  disease,  recommend  in  many  cases 
either  a  trained  nurse,  or,  when  it  is  possible,  removal  to  a  hos- 
pital. The  result  is  that  s(>me  of  these  cases  are  quite  costly, 
but  no  one  in  Ipswich  will  begrudge  money  expended  in  such 
cases.  On  Jan.  1,  1904,  the  State  took  charge  of  all  the  insane 
and  the  Town  will  be  relieved  of  quite  an  item  of  expense  in  the 
Pool"  Department,  but  as  the  State  Tax  will  be  increased  to  meet 
the  expense,  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  any  great  saving. 

The  Overseers  have  made  the  usual  contract  with  the 
Town  Physician,  and  his  report  shows  the  following  number  of 
calls  by  months  : 

February  59         March  76 

May  8         June  37 

August  5  6         September  81 

November         42         December  lO'i 

This  makes  a  total  of  715  visits.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
physician  furnished  most  of  the  medicine.  He  received  a  total 
of  $325.92  for  visits  and  medicine,  or  about  45  cents  for  each 
visit.  The  Town  of  Ipswich  has  received  fi'om  other  towns  and 
cities  $253  of  the  1325  92  paid  Dr.  Macarthur,  so  that  the  total 
expense  to  Ipswich  has  been  $72.92.

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The  Overseers  have  beea  considering  a  new  plan  in  re- 
gcwd  to  the  work  of  the  Town  Physician  which  would  he  fairer 
to  Dr.  Mac;irthnr,  more  acceptable  to  the  other  Physicians,  and 
would  not  be  ag-ainst  the  interest  of  tVie  Town.  It  is  quice  prob- 
able that  they  will  put  it  m  foi'ce  May  first. 

An  examination  of  the  figures  in  the  Town  Farm  report 
will  show  that  the  F'arm  has  made  an  exceptionally  good  show- 
ing. It  is  doubtful  if  r,he  average  cost  for  each  inmate  of  only 
49  cents  a  week  has  been  equalled  for  many  years.  The  total 
expense  of  the  Farm  was  only  $410.14  more  thaii  the  amount 
received  from  sales. 

The  inventory  of  the  stock  on  hand  Jan.  I,  1904  is  less 
than  last  vear,  but  that  is  owing  to  poor  crops  and  could  not  be 
helped.  The  showing  taken  as  a  whole  is  certainly  creditable  to 
the  Superintendent.  It  is,  howerer,  a  serious  question  as  to 
whether  it  is  desirable  for  the  Town  to  continue  to  own  so  large 
a  Farm.  The  removal  of  the  insane  poor,  and  the  fact  that  the 
sentiment  today  is  decidedly  against  sending  applicants  for  aid 
to  the  Pool'  Farm,  puts  the  Town  in  a  position  of  ru.nning  a  very 
large  farm  for  a  vei'y  few  inmates.  We  recommend  that  the  cit- 
zens  consider  this  matter  carefully 

In  the  death  of  ('harles  S.  Cummings,  who  for  many  years 
was  a  member  of  this  Board,  the  Town  has  suffered  a  great  loss. 
]No  vain  appeal  for  assistance  was  ever  made  to  him.  His  heart 
was  large,  and  his  sympatlietic  natui'e  made  him  a  friend  and 
benefactor  to  his  fellowmen.  We,  his  associates'  for  years  on  this 
Board,  deeply  lament  the  loss  of  a'[)leasant  companion  and  true 
friend.  His  life  was  devoted  to  the  welfare  of  his  fellowmen. 
We  know  that  in  the  life  beyond  the  grave,  he  is  reaping  the  re- 
ward justly  due  such  a  life.

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MARKET    STREET. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting,  $'J0OO  was  appropriated  to  macad- 
amize ^^a^ket  street.  The  State  Highwaj^  Commission  ^^ery 
kiiifUy  volunteered  to  make  surveys  and  plans  for  the  work. 
They  found  that  |;'J<»()0  would  do  the  woik  from  the  corner  of 
Central  sti'eet  to  a  j)oint  opjiosite  E.  F.  Bi-own's  drug  store.  An 
attempt  was  niade  tn  have  the  Peabody  house  moved  back  and 
the  street  widened  at  that  point,  but  the  different  heirs  to  the 
j)i()perty  did  not  agree  on  the  damage,  and  the  work  was  greatly 
delayed  on  that  account.  It  was  finally  decided  to  go  ahead 
without  moving  the  house,  but  the  delay  had  been  so  long  that 
the  cold  weather  prevented  the  completion  of  the  work.  The 
contract  for  the  work  was  awarded  to  C.  11.  Kelliher  of  New- 
buiyport,  and  the  stoi)ping  of  the  work  before  its  completion 
will  not  cost  the  town  extra,  as  he  is  under  bonds  to  complete 
the  work  in  the  spring  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Town  and  the 
State  Highway  Commission  with(mt  extra  cost.  The  following 
amounts  were  paid  for  work  done  and  for  all  stone  to  complete 
the  work.

We  call  attention  also,  to  the  fact  that  a  number  of  unusual 
bills  have  been  paid  during  the  year.  For  instances  1708  40  was 
paid  to  Moody  iS-  Bartlett  for  counsel  fees  in  the  Garrette  case, 
the  bill  running  back  for  a  peiiod  of  seven  years,  $421  was  paid 
for  counsel  fees  in  the  Kenny  and  Eagle  Hill  cases,  11588  for 
verdict  against  the  Town  in  the  Garrette  case.  8825  for  a  water- 
ing cart,  S485  for  a  pair  of  horses  and  $2000  for  small  pox  cases. 
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When  it  is  understood  that  these  unusual  bills  have  been  paid, 
that  the  tax  rate  was  kept  at  $11.00,  and  that  there  is  a  balance 
to  the  credit  of  the  Town  of  $119r)9.(H,  we  feel  that  it  will  be  ad- 
mitted that  the  Town  has  had  a  remarkably  successful  year.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  if  one  will  look  over  the  reports  for  years  back, 
it  will  be  found  that  it  is  a  record  which  has  never  been  equalled. 
When  it  is  considered  that  a  few  years  ago  the  Town  had  a  tax 
rate  of  $15.  and  w^as  $1500  behind  at  the  end  of  the  year,  while 
this  year  with  a  $11.  tax  rate,  the  town  is  $11,959.01  ahead,  we 
feel  that  the  citizens  have  good  reason  to  feel  satisfied  with  the 
tlnancial  showing. 

We  have  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the  Town  in  the 
question  of  the  public  way  to  Eagle  Hill  Landing  and  we  are 
pleased  to  report  tiiat  after  a  three  years  content,  the  Supreme 
('ourt  has  decided  in  favor  of  the  Town's  contention. 

Obeying  the  vote  of  the  Town,  the  Selectmen  have  acted 
as  Highway  surveyors,  and  we  feel  that  the  record  will  show  a 
much  larger  amount  of  road  repairs  than  in  the  past.  We  feel 
however,  that  when  the  Town  changed  from  the  10  sur^-eyor 
system  to  making  the  three  selectmen  surveyors,  it  only  took 
half  a  step.  We  ai'e  thoroughly  convinced  that  the  Town  should 
have  a  superintendent  of  streets,  who  would  devote  his  time  to 
the  work.  No  business  corporation  would  spend  §10,000  a  year 
in  the  haphazard  manner  it  is  expended  under  the  surveyor 
system.  A  superintendent  who  has  no  team  to  work,  but  who 
will  devote  his  time  to  seeing  that  the  Town's  work  is  done  in 
an  intelligent  and  economical  manner,  is  w^hat  the  town  ought  to 
have.  A  study  c)f  the  figures  in  the  Highway  report  this  .year, 
will  show  both  in  the  outlying  districts  and  in  the  center  of 
the  Town,  that  as  a  rule,  the  men  who  own  teams  and  the  men 
who  shovel,  fared  better  than  they  did  under  the  old 
system.  In  one  or  two  disti'icts  the  amount  spent  was  less  than 
usual,  but  that  was  because  the  men  in  the  district  did  not 
spend  the  money  which  was  awarded  to  that  district,  and  not  be- 
cause their  appropriation  was  cut  down. 

Tlie  new  street  sprinkler  gave   excellent  satisfaction   and 
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besides  being  beneficial  to  those  in  the  district  sprinkled,  was  of 
great  hel})  in  keeping  the  roads  in  good  c<indition.  It  is  quite 
probable  that  a  second  s{)rinkler  will  be  needed,  for  the  demands 
from  those  who  are  willing  to  pay  for  the  work  outside  the  pres- 
ent district  are  numerous.  At  the  annual  meeting  we  will  ask 
tlu"  Town  to  t.ike  dclinite  action  as  to  the  proportion  of  the  cost 
to  be  paid  by  the  abiittors. 

'I'hc  P'.leotric  Lighting  Committee  are  to  make  a  separate 
report  wiiich  will  give  an  account  of  their  work  in  detail. 

We  desire  to  thank  the  various  boards  of  Town  officials 
;»iid  the  citizens  in  general  for  their  support  and  assistance  in 
making  the  record  of  the  year  so  successful,  and  we  trust  that 
the  coming  year  will  make  even  a  better  showing.

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The  appropriation  for  abatements  was  '$5(>0.  and  the  abate- 
ment allowed  on  the  taxes  for  this  year  amounted  to  $5r)6.49. 
There  were  also  abatements  of  $423  08  allowed  on  old  taxes. 

Although  the  Town  appropriations  wei'e  $2000.00  larger 
this  year  than  last :  the  State  tax  SI  100.00  larger  and  the  Coun- 
ty tax  1500.00  larger,  making  a  totiil  of  -"IHGOO.OO  more  to  raise, 
which  amount  would  ordinarily  call  tor  a  raise  of  11.00  on  the 
tax  rate,  we  decided  to  hold  the  rate  at  -tU.OO.  We  feel  that  the 
rate  in  Ipswich  is  now  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  State,  taking 
everything  into  consideration,  and  we  also  believe  that  it  is  ])0()r 
policy  to  €hange  the  rate  every  year,  especially  if  the  change  is 
to  a  higher  rate.  The  natural  advantages  of  our  town,  and  the 
low  rate  of  taxation,  are  the  two  things  which  have  united  to 
bring  in  a  very  desirable  class  of  citizens.  Their  (doming  has  re- 
sulted in  the  Town's  receiving  a  much  larger  share  of  the  cor- 
poration tax,  and  has  enabled  us  to  keep  down  the  tax  rate  in 
spite  of  increased  appropriations.  It  would  be  poor  policy  to 
jump  the  ttix  rate  now  that  they  are  here,  and  while  we  would 
not  have  the  Town  adopt  a  niggardly  or  close  policy,  we  would 
recommend  care  and  prudence  in  expenditures.  We  do  not 
mean  by  that,  that  we  would  do  without  necessary  improvements, 
but  that  we  have  a  care  to  see  that  they  are  necessary,  and  if 
they  entail  an  uuusaal  expause,  that  rather  than  raise  the  tax 
rate  in  one  year  to  pay  for  them,  that  the  cost  be  divided  over  a 
term  of  years.  The  financial  showing  of  the  Town,  [see  Select- 
men's report,]  is  certainly  a  fine  one  and  we  feel  that  by  the  ex- 
ercise of  good  judgment  it  will  continue  to  be.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich  : — 

The  Ipswich  Water  Board  respectfully  submit  their  10th 
annual  report  of  the  department  for  the  year  euding  Dec.  81, 
1903,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Trustees  and  Engineer  for 
the  same. 

Our  expenses  this  year  have  been  somewhat  larger  than 
usual,  for  in  the  month  of  March  the  water  got  so  bad  and  dis- 
agreeable that  we  had  to  do  something  to  try  and  improve  it. 
We  drew  off  all  the  water  from  the  Basin  and  had  it  thoroughly 
cleaned  at  an  expense  of  $349.85.  At  the  same  time  the  Gate 
House  was  in  bad  condition,  having  been  so  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  had  to  be  repaired  at  an  expense  of  1142.15.  After  this  was 
done  and  the  Basin  filled  up  we  had  good  water  at  the  Basin, 
but  poor  at  the  Reservoir,  so  to  improve  that  we  had  the  Reser- 
voir cleaned  out  at  an  expense  of  1115.00,  all  of  which  has  been 
well  invested  for  we  have  had  good  water  after  the  work  was 
done. 

This  year  we  have  put  in  a  short  extension  at  Wayne 
Avenue,  have  also  put  in  an  exteasion  on  Candle  wood  road  as 
far  as  Samuel  C.  Gordon's  house.  We  also  have  the  pipe  for  an 
extension  on  Locust  Grove  road  that  we  shall  put  in  as  soon  as 
the  frost  is  out  in  the  Spring. 
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By  a  vote  of  the  Town  you  have  added  to  the  water  plant 
an  electric  lio^htin^  plant  and  are  using  a  large  part  of  the  pump- 
ing station  for  electric  lighting  purposes,  we  have  not  made 
any  arrangement  with  the  Selectmen  as  yet  for  rent  of  that  part 
of  plant  or  for  pumping  water  for  the  water  department,  this  will 
be  adjusted  soon. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  estimate  receipts  for  1904  to 
be  $8,700,  the  disbursements  J12,140.82  as  follows:  Sinking  Fund, 
12,680.82;  Maintenance,  18,000  ;  Services,  $500.00  ;  Interest  on 
Bonds,  $59()(l.  They  recommend  appropriations  to  be  levied  by 
taxation  as  follows:  131  Hydrants  at  $18.00  per  Hydrant  for  fire 
service  amounting  to  $l,708.nU  and  $2,1)80.32  for  Sinking  Fund, 
these  together  with  the  income  from  water  sales  will  enable  them 
to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  for  the  year  1904.

Reply  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  an  application 
from  The  VTater  Commissioners,  for  advice  in  relation  to  the 
water  supply  of  Ipswich,  under  the  provisions  of  section  117  of 
chapter  75,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  Massachusetts.

Office  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
State  House,  Boston,  Feb.  4,  1904 
To  the  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich. 

Gentlemen: — The  State  Board  of  Health,  in  accordance 
with  your  request  for  an  examination  of  the  storage  basin  of  the 
public  water  supply  of  Ipswich  and  advice  as  to  improving  the 
qualitj"  of  the  water  which  has  been  affected  at  times  by  dis- 
agreeable tastes  and  odors,  has  examined  the  condition  of  the 
reservoir  and  has  made  experiments  during  the  past  three  years 
upon  the  purification  of  the  water  by  intermittent  filtration,  us- 
ing for  this  purpose  two  experimental  filters  constructed  by  you 
which  were  well  suited  to  the  purpose.  These  filteis  contained 
above  the  underd rains  about  five  feet  of  sand  obtained  in  tlie 
neighborhood  and  were  operated  at  a  rate  of  about  2,500,000  gal- 
lons per  acre  per  day,  the  only  diffei'ence  in  the  operation  of  the 
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two  filters  being  that  in  one  case  the  water  was  aerated  before 
being  applied  to  the  filter,  while  in  the  other  the  water  whs  ap- 
plied directly  as  it  came  from  the  reservoir,  but  the  effluent  com- 
wg  from  this  filter  was  aerated  before  being  collected  for  analy- 
sis.    A  temporary  filter  was  operated  for  a  time  at  the  town  hall. 

The  water  of  Dow's  l^rook  reservoir  has  been  analyzed  by 
the  Board  at  frequent  intervals,  since  the  reservoir  was  first  used 
in  1895,  and  examination  of  the  results  of  these  analy>;es  shows 
that  this  water  has  generally  had  but  little  color  and  the  quanti- 
ty of  organic  matter  present,  while  greater  than  found  in  some 
ponds  and  reservoirs,  is  not  excessive. 

The  objectionable  taste  and  odor  of  this  water,  which 
were  the  cause  of  much  complaint  in  the  earlier  years  and  up  to 
the  time  when  these  experiments  were  begun,  wei'e  probably  caus- 
ed largely  by  the  organisms  which  grow  in  abundance  on  the 
sides  and  bottom  of  the  reservoir,  especially  near  its  upper  end, 
and  by  miscroscopic  organisms  suspended  in  the  water.  The 
offensive  taste  and  odor  may  have  been  due  in  part  also  to  draw- 
ing water  from  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir  where,  it  is  not  im- 
probable, a  layer  of  stagnant  water  exists  during  the  summer, 
as  in  many  other  ponds  and  reservoirs.  During  the  time  that 

these  experiments  have  been  continued  the  objectionable  odor 
has  apparently  been  less  noticeable  than  in  previous  years  ex- 
cepting in  the  early  part  of  1903,  when  the  water  had  an  offen- 
sive fishy  and  oily  odor,  due  to  the  presence  of  the  organism 
Uroglena  in  great  numbers. 

An  examination  of  the  results  of  the  analyses  of  the  wa- 
ter before  and  after  filtration  shows  that  the  experimental 
filters  operated  in  the  manner  described  removed  nearly  all  of 
the  color  from  the  reservoir  water  and  a  large  portion  of  organic 
matter,  and  that  the  effluent  was  in  all  cases,  clear,  nearly  color- 
less and  free  from  odor.  During  the  time  when  the  great  quan- 
tity of  Uroglena  was  present  in  the  water  in  the  spring  of  1903, 
the  temporary  filter  set  up  in  the  town  hall  removed  all  of  the 
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taste  and  odor  from  the  water  daring  the   short  time  when   this 
water  was  jift'ected  by  these  organisms. 

Tlie  results  of  the  experiments  and  of  investigations  upon 
tlie  puiilication  of  other  waters  simihirly  affected  indicate  that 
the  ol)jc(;tionable  taste  and  odor  of  the  water  of  Dow's  Brook  re- 
servoir CM  11  he  removed  and  the  water  made  clear,  odorless  and 
practically  colorless  and  satisfactory  in  all  respects  for  domestic 
purposes  by  filtration  through  sand  at  a  rate  as  great  as  2,500,000 
gallons  per  acre  per  day. 

Your  attention  was  called  by  this  Board  in  1^96  to  the 
grent  danger  of  injury  to  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  town  by 
the  pollution  of  the  water  of  the  reservoir  and  its  tributaries  by 
sewerage  and  other  wastes  from  the  large  number  of  dwelling 
hf)uses  and  other  buildings  along  its  northwesterly  side. 

The  results  of  a  recent  examination  of  this  locality  show 
that  no  material  im|)rovement  has  been  made  in  these  conditions 
and  that  inucli  sewerage  from  the  buildings  referred  to  still  finds 
its  way  into  the  reservoii*. 

It  will  be  very  difhcult  to  prevent  wholly  the  pollution  of 
the  reservoir  from  these  buildings,  but,  by  filtering  the  water  of 
the  reservoir,  it  will  be  practicable  not  only  to  greatly  im- 
prove its  quality  and  remove  the  disagreeable  tastes  and  odors 
by  which  it  is  now  at  times  affected,  but  also  to  protect  the 
health  of  the  town  from  the  danger  due  to  the  pollution  of 
the  reservoir  and  its  tributaries. 

The  Board  W(nild  advise  that  filters  be  installed  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  filters  should  be  constructed  under  the  direction 
of  an  engineer  of  experience  in  the  design  and  construction  of 
such  works  and  a  sufficient  area  should  provided  to  allow  for  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  use  of  water  by  the  town. 

The  Board  will,  upon  application,  advise  you  as  to  any 
plans  for  the  purification  of  this  water  that  you  may  desire  to 
present.

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ANINTJAL  REPORT. 


The  School  Committee  do  not  present  their  annual  re- 
port as  a  matter  of  form  or  of  lon«--estahlished  custom,  nor 
is  their  purpose  simply  to  meet  a  requirement  of  the  stat- 
utes or  to  perfunctoril}'  discharg"e  an  oblig"ation  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  town. 

The  purpose  of  the  committee  is  three-fold:  (l)  To 
present  a  faithful  and  accurate  report  of  the  prog-ress  of  the 
work  during-  the  year;  (2)  to  supply  an  intelligrent  and  ade- 
quate comprehension  of  present  conditions;  and  (3)  to  make 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  for  the  future  con- 
duct of  the  schools  as  the  wisdom  of  experience  may  dictate. 
For  the  better  accomplishment  of  this  purpose,  a  final  visit 
to  many  of  the  schools  was  made  immediately  before  the 
preparation  of  the  report,  that  the  very  latest  impressions 
mig-ht  be  received  and  embodied  in  the  same.  To  make 
clear  a  matter  which  mig^ht  be  confusing"  to  some,  it  is  stated 
that  the  period  covered  by  the  report  is  not  from  September 
to  June,  but  the  calendar  year  1903. 

The  committee,  as  formerly,  have  been  in  close  rela- 
tionship and  connection  with  the  schools.  Their  burdens 
have  not  been  materially  lessened-  In  complying-  with  the 
requirement  of  the  statutes  respecting-  the  employment  of  a 
superintendent,  the  committee  have  not  been  relieved  of 
their  responsibility  or  authority  in  the  management  of  the 
schools.     As  touching  this  question,  the   law   reads   that   it

shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  take  the  supervis- 
ion '*under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  committee.'* 
Upon  the  foregoing,  no  other  interpretation  can  be  reason- 
ably placed  than  this,  that  responsibility  and  authority,  as 
has  ever  been  the  case,  are  resident  with  the  board.  It  has 
therefore  been  necessary  for  the  committee,  in  the  assump- 
tion of  their  obligations,  both  legal  and  moral,  to  keep  in 
constant  touch  with  the  schools;  to  know  of  their  move- 
ments, whether  forward  or  backward;  to  remedy,  when  pos- 
sible, any  existing  defects;  to  act  with  intelligence  upon  the 
suggestions  and  recommendations  of  the  superintendent  and 
teachers;  and  to  plan  wisely  for  the  mental  and  moral  ad- 
vancement of  the  children  entrusted  to  their  care.  The  res- 
ponsibility devolving  upon  the  committee  is  great,  the  work 
arduous,  the  trust  reposed  in  them  by  the  parents  sacred; 
and,  in  full  realization  of  the  importance  of  their  work, 
the  committee  have  endeavored  to  discharge  their  duties 
with  the  utmost  of  fidelity. 


GENERAL    COMMENT- 


'^ 


In  speaking  of  the  schools  collectively,  the  committee, 
disavowing  any  purpose  to  bestow  indiscriminate  or  unde- 
served praise,  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  work  of  the 
year  has  been  good  and  efficient,  and  has  been  characterized 
by  faithful  and  painstaking  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teach- 
ers. It  is  true  that  exceptions  might  be  made  in  individual 
instances;  but  when  the  work  as  a  whole  has  been  eminently 
satisfactory,  it  would  serve  no  good  purpose  to  particularize 
in  regard  to  deficiencies  comparatively  limited  in  number 
and  slight  in  consequences,  which  will  be  remedied    in    good 
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time.  The  proofress  along-  some  lines  has  been  quite  strong'- 
ly  marked,  and  this  circumstance  has  contributed  not  a  little 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board.  To  make  special  and  ex- 
tcMded  mention  would  cause  the  report  to  become  too  volu- 
minous, and  it  will  therefore  be  sufficient  to  speak  only  of 
the  advancement  in  lang^uagfe  work,  which  has  been  very 
erratifying-,  and  for  which  the  committee  distribute  their  ex- 
pressions of  pleasure  and  approval  equally  between  the  su- 
perintendent and  teachers.  The  measure  of  success  attained 
during-  the  year  may  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that,  with 
some  exceptions,  the  committee,  the  superintendent  and  the 
teachers  have  worked  together  for  the  common  g"Ood,  and  it 
is  obvious  that  harmonious  and  well-directed  effort  will  in" 
variably  produce  satisfactory  results. 

It  is  felt  that  the  people  of  Ipswich  have  reason  to 
congratulate  themselves  upon  the  general  excellence  of  their 
public  schools.  There  can  be  no  question  that  they  will 
compare  favorably  with  those  of  other  towns  of  like  size  and 
and  circumstances,  and  it  is  believed  that  thev  will  not  suf- 
fer greatly  in  comparison  with  those  of  many  of  the  smaller 
cities.  Visitors  from  other  places,  who  are  competent  judges 
of  educational  work,  often  think  and  speak  more  highly  of 
our  schools  than  do  we  ourselves;  and  it  is  g-enerall}^  the 
case  that  our  teachers  return  from  visits  to  schools  in  other 
places  better  satisfied  with  conditions  existing-  at  home.  In 
speaking  with  special  reference  to  the  Hig^h  school,  a  suc- 
cessful educator,  whose  experience  has  been  sufficiently  wide 
and  varied  as  to  make  of  her  a  competent  critic,  expressed  to 

the  writer  the  opinion  that  our  school  is  fully  equal  to  the 
majority  of  those  of  its  kind,  and  said  she  considered  it  a 
credit  to  the  place.  It  is  with  confidence  that  the  commit- 
tee urge  the  people  of  the  town  to  visit  frequently  at  the 
schools,  knowing  that  their  true  condition  will  substantiate 
all  that  has  been  said. 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  excellent  state  of  our 
schools  has  not  been  attained  in  a  brief  space  of  time  or  by 
any  master-stroke   of   educational   policy.      Wise   principles 
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adhered  to  throug"h  a  succession  of  5^ears,  have  been  the 
causes  of  which  our  g-ood  schools  are  the  effect.  The  graded 
sj^stem  was  introduced  about  eight  years  ago,  and  since  that 
time  the  advancement  has  been  g^radual  and  steady,  each 
year  showing-  an  improvement  upon  its  predecessor.  At 
first,  there  were  many  who  looked  upon  this  system  with 
disfavor;  but  today,  there  are  few  who  are  not  ready  to  ad- 
mit the  wisdom  of  its  adoption.  Its  worth  has  been  clearly 
demonstrated,  and  it  should  not  be  overthrown  or  seriously 
impaired  by  any  experiments  concerning"  which  g-rave  doubts 
exist  as  to  their  expediency.  Teachers,  especially  in  the 
Grammar  schools,  ought  not  to  be  compelled  to  teach  two 
g'rades.  It  divides  the  time  and  attention,  and  makes  it  ex- 
ceedingly diflicult  for  the  teacher  to  do  justice  to  both. 
As  the  graded  system  is  the  proper  thing*,  if  more  room  is 
required  for  its  effectual  working",  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
town  will  supply  the  needed  accommodations. 

But,  creditable  as  most  certainly  is  the  condition  of 
our  schools,  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  con- 
vey the  impression  that  a  state  of  perfection  has  been 
reached  or  even  very  closely  approximated.  Perfection,  in 
its  absoluteness,  does  not  appertain  to  any  S3^stem  of  culture 
or  ethics  of  human  orig-in,  however  good  or  meritorious.  It 
is  frankly  admitted  that  there  have  been,  and  still  are,  de- 
fects of  a  nature  more  or  less  serious  in  our  schools;  that 
there  are  weak  places  which  need  strengthening";  and  that 
changes  here  and  there  are  required  to  assist  in  their  more 
effectual  conduct.  While  holding  fast  to  present  attain- 
ments, it  has  ever  been  the  policy  of  the  committee  to  look 
forward  to  hig"her  and  better  thing"s,  and  thus  to  keep  step 
with  the  march  of  progress  in  educational  matters.  Im- 
provement has  been  made  wherever  and  whenever  circum- 
stances have  permitted,  but  it  is  evident  that  time  is  required 
for  the  solution  of  every  intricate  problem,  and  there  are 
none  who  better  understand  the  difficulties  with  which  work- 
ers in  the  school  department  are  confronted  than  the  workers 
themselves.       It  is  one  thing  to  complain,  but  quite  another 
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to  devise  and  apply  the  remcd}'.  It  is  onl}^  just  to  say  that 
our  teachers  have  been  most  willing"  and  constant  aids  in 
every  forward  movement,  and  the  tax-pa5^ers  of  the  town 
g"enerous  to  a  larg-e  degree  in  supplying-  the  financial  needs 
of  the  schools.

The  work  in  the  TTi<rh  school  has  erone  steadil)'  for- 
ward dnrinsT  the  vcar,  and  the  earnest  and  conscientious  ef- 
forts of  the  principal  and  h^'s  assistants  have  met  with  uni- 
form success.  The  course  of  study  as  outlined  in  the  report 
of  last  vear,  has  been  subiected  to  a  sliofht  revision,  so  as  to 
meet  the  ever-increasin<T  demands  of  the  colleges.  The 
Manning  High  school  has  never  failed  to  fit  its  graduates 
for  college,  and  was  nevor  better  prr^oared  to  perform  this 
important  work  than  at  present.  Some  a'^lditions  have  been 
made  to  the  commercial  course,  of  which  Miss  Thacher  is 
the  teacher,  and  the  work  should  now  be  prosecuted  with 
increasing  results.  It  is  desired  to  give  the  pupils  who 
elect  this  course  a  business  training  as  thorough  and  com- 
plete as  possible.  The  one-session  plan  is  working  to  the 
advantage  of  the  school,  and  the  wisdom  of  its  adoption  is 
becoming  more  apparent  each  month.  Diligent  home-study 
on  the  part  of  the  pupils  is  the  one  thing  needful  to  com- 
plete its  success. 

The  number  of  pupils  is  121 — the  largest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  school.  104  reside  in  Ipswich,  15  in  Rowle5%  and 
2  in  Hamilton.  Kach  year  the  entering  class  is  larger  than 
the  graduating  class,  and  the  const antl}^  increasing  numbers 
have  had  the  inevitable  result  of  creating  congestion.      The 
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deduction  is  that  increased  accommodations  are  needed.  To 
make  this  requirement  more  apparent,  it  is  stated  that  Mr. 
Marston  and  his  assistants.  Miss  Gardner  and  Miss  Potter, 
are  overburdened  with  work,  and  it  will  soon  be  necessary 
to  employ  another  teacher.  This  will  cause  a  division  to 
be  made  in  several  of  the  classes,  which,  in  turn,  will  neces- 
sitate an  increase  in  the  number  of  classrooms.  A  labora- 
tory, properly  equipped  with  chemical  and  phvsical  appara- 
tus, is  another  need  of  the  school ;  and  to  still  further  in- 
dicate the  difficulties  under  which  the  teachers  labor.  Miss 
Ratse3^,  the  drawing-  instructor,  is  compelled  to  pursue  her 
work  in  very  unsuitable  quarters. 

As  the  trustees  do  not  see  their  way  clear  to  convert 
the  hall  into  classrooms,  the  committee  are  at  loss  to  under- 
stand how  the  much-needed  accommodations  are  to  be  se- 
cured, unless  the  Grammar  school  be  removed  from  the  build- 
ing". This  is  the  repetition  of  a  former  suofgfest^'on.  The 
comments  upon  the  Hig"h  school  are  concluded  with  an  ear- 
nest plea  for  the  better  heating"  of  the  rooms.

MANNING     GRAMMAR. 


In  the  Grammar  g^rades  located  in  the  Manning-  build- 
ing", the  committee  are  assured  that  there  has  been  no  retro- 
g-rade  movement  during  the  year.  As  usual.  Miss  Arthur 
and    Miss   Sullivan,     the    teachers   in   these   gra'^^es,    have

prosecuted  their  work  with  vig-or,  and  the  board  can  express 
only  satisfaction  with  the  prog^ress  made.  The  language 
work  in  grade  IX.  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  The  class 
has  finished  the  Lady  of  the  Lake  and  Snow  Bound,  the  De- 
serted Village  is  nearly  completed,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of 
the  teacher,  if  time  permits,  to  conclude  the  year  with  a  se- 
lection from  Shakespeare,  perhpr>s  Julius  Caesar.  These 
poems  arc  memorized  and  recited  b}^  the  pupils,  the  object 
being"  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  hig^h-class  literature,  poetry  in 
particular,  and  to  store  the  mind  with  the  best  thougfht  and 
expression  of  the  language.  Time  is  limited,  and  in  dealing* 
with  these  subiects  there  is  little  opportunity  for  critical 
analysis:  but  the  pupils,  nevertheless,  receive  a  fairly  good 
preparation  for  the  study  of  English  literature  in  the  Hig^h 
school. 

In  grade  VIII.,  commercial  geographyis  illustrated  by 
samples  of  the  various  products  of  the  United  States.  The 
teacher  has  secured  specimens  of  cotton  in  all  its  stages  of 
manufacture;  needles,  in  neat  frame,  from  the  O.  N.  T.  Co., 
showing  twentv-two  forms  of  developement,  from  the  crude 
wire  to  the  delicately  finished  instrument  in  its  paper  recep- 
tacle. The  collection  also  contains  cocoa  beans,  shells,  nibbs 
and  pods,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  teacher  to  add  indef- 
initely to  her  store  of  product  samples.  Lessons  which 
might  otherwise  be  tedious  and  dull  to  the  pupil,  by  this 
means  ar^  made  of  absorbing  interest  and  are  indellibly  im- 
pressed upon  the  memory. 

These  grades  are  still  crowded  into  one  classroom  and 
a  small  recitation  room,  where  the  ventilation  is  defective 
and  there  is  insufficient  room  for  proper  physical  exercises. 
It  is  true  that  the  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  preserved, 
but  a  teacher  less  resourceful  than  Miss  Sullivan  mig^ht  have 
found  her  scholars  subjected  to  an  epidemic  of  coug"h  and 
and  colds  and  croup  that  would  have  greatly  depleted  the 
school.  Here  mig'ht  possibly  be  found  further  arg^ument  in 
favor  of  the  removal  of  the  Manning-  gframmar  school  to  an- 
other building

WINTHROP   GRAMMAR. 


The  work  in  the  Winthrop  grammar  school  is  yearly 
attended  with  difficulties  which  make  the  school-teaching: 
problem  a  matter  of  very  serious  import. 

All  of  the  Primary  and  most  of  the  TTng-raded  schools, 
in  the  advancement  of  their  pupils,  send  them  to  this  build- 
ing", and  here  must  take  place  a  process  of  assimilation  which 
shall  convert  the  various  elements  into  one  body  and  trans' 
form  a  heterog"eneous  collection  of  A^outhful  humanity  into 
that  of  a  homog-eneous  nature.  This  work  is  exceedingly 
difficult,  and  yet  it  is  performed  with  a  degree  of  tact  and 
skill  which  insures  success. 

The  work  of  assimilation  once  accomplished,  then 
must  be  found  the  pupil's  true  position  or  location  in  the 
school,  and  he  should  be  advanced  as  fast  and  as  far  as  his 
ability  and  habits  of  studiousness  will  permit.  Here  is  the 
opportunity  for  the  displ^)^  of  a  wise  intuition  which  shall 
result  in  the  pupil's  higfhest  and  best  gfood.  The  lower 
g-rades  are  g^enerall)^  overcrowded,  while  the  upper  g-rades 
frequently  fall  below  the  required  number,  and  a  careful 
system  of  promotion  must  be  followed  in  order  to  relieve  the 
one  and  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  other. 

One  of  the  discouragfements  under  which  the  commit- 
tee, the  superintendent  and  the  principal  labor,    is  that  from 
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10  to  15  per  cent-  of  the  pupils  who  reach  grade  VII.  drop 
out  during-  that  year  or  at  its  close.  Several  reasons  are  res- 
ponsible for  this  loss.  In  some  instances,  where  families 
are  large,  the  parents  feel  compelled  to  take  their  children 
out  of  school  as  soon  as  they  have  passed  the  compulsory 
ag-e,  and  many  pupils  arrive  at  their  fourteenth  year  while 
passing-  through  this  grade.  Losses  for  the  above  reason, 
we  are  sorr)'  to  say,  are  unavoidable.  It  is  not  the  school 
"but  the  pupil  who  suffers,  and  it  is  for  his  sake  that 
we  lament.  All  that  can  be  done  is  to  impress  upon  the 
minds  of  the  parents  the  inestimable  value  of  an  education, 
and  urge  them  to  allow  their  children  to  remain  at  school  as 
long  as  possibilities  will  permit.  Another  reason  that  is  in 
part  accountable  for  this  loss,  is  that  some  parents,  who  do 
not  desire  that  their  children  shall  enter  upon  the  Hig-h 
school  course,  think  that  the  common  school  education  ends 
with  g-rade  VIT.,  and  the  child  is  taken  from  school  at  the  end 
of  the  year  in  this  grade.  In  the  endeavor  to  avoid  as  far  as 
possible  the  lapses  from  this  cause,  it  is  impre'^sed  that  the 
High  school  course  does  not  begin  with  entrance  to  the 
Manning"  building,  and  the  common  school  education  is  not 
T:omp1eted  in  g-rade  VII.  in  the  Winthrop  building,  but  in 
grade  IX.  which  is  located  in  tbe  Manning  schoolhouse. 
No  parent  should  desire  for  his  child  anything-  less  than  the 
full  common  school  course.  Still  another,  and  perhaps 
stronger,  reason  for  the  large  percentag-e  of  losses,  is  found 
in  the  fact  that  many  pupils,  under  any  circumstance,  will 
drop  out  wherever  the  gap  is  met.  Considerable  numbers 
become  restive  under  the  disciplinary  restraint  of  the  schools, 
are  lacking-  in  ambition  to  acquire  knowledg-e,  and  are  ever 
watchful  for  the  opportunity  to  lapse.  The  g-ap  appears  to 
furnish  the  opportunit3%  for  many  are  lost  in  the  transition 
from  one  school  building"  to  another.  If  all  the  g-rammar 
g^rades  were  gfathered  under  one  roof,  it  is  believed  that  many 
-pupils  could  be  encourag-ed  to  pursue  their  studies  until  they 
had  finished  the  common  school  course  in  g-rade  IX.  and  had 
received  an  honorable  and  helpful  diploma  of  gfraduation. 
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This  suggestion  is  in  line  with  that  contained  in  the 
report  of  last  year,  viz:  to  add  two  rooms  to  the  Winthrop 
building"  for  the  accommodation  of  grades  VIII.  and  IX, 
The  committee  propose  this  plan  because  they  can  conceive 
of  nothing"  better,  and  yet  they  would  welcome  any  sugrges- 
tion  which  mig"ht  appear  to  be  more  feasible.  It  should  be 
understood  that  the  committee  simply  indicate  the  needs  of 
the  grammar  school,  but  do  not  recommend  at  the  present 
time  the  raising  by  taxation  of  the  amount  required  to  make 
such  addition.  If  some  of  our  school  funds  cannot  be  legal- 
ly drawn  upon  for  this  purpose,  there  is  nothing  to  be  done 
except  to  wait  in  hopefulness  for  the  time  to  come  when  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  shall  make  the  enlargement 
of  the  Winthrop  building  a  possibility. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  the  privilege  of  the  committee  to 
make  favorable  mention  of  the  work  of  the  principal  of  this 
school,  Miss  Adams,  and  her  corps  of  assistants.  Miss  Willis, 
Miss  Willcomb  and  Miss  Baker.  Space  forbids  criticism  of 
the  work  in  detail. 


PRIMARY       SCHOOLS. 


It  is  impossible  to  overestimate  the  importance  of  the 
work  in  the  Primary  grades.  A  little  time  and  space  can  be 
profitably  employed,  we  think,  in  dwelling  upon  this  sub- 
ject. 

In  planning  for  the  erection  of  a  building,  no  archi- 
tect worthy  the  name  and  profession  will  overlook  the  im- 
portance of  the  foundation,  for  upon  its  strength  and  solid- 
ity depends  the  stability  of  the  superstructure.  It  is  essen- 
tially necessary  that  the  foundation  be  properly  laid.      This 
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idea  may  be  enlarg-ed  upon  indefinite!}^,  as  it  applies  with 
equal  force  throug-hout  the  realm  of  materialism  and  psy- 
cholog-y.  It  serves  the  present  purpose  of  tlie  committee  to 
impress  the  reader  with  a  sense  of  the  importance  of  arigrht 
begfinningf  in  educational  matters,  and  to  raise  to  a  hig^her 
level  the  digfnity  of  the  position  of  teacher  in  the  Primary 
school. 

It  is  here  that  the  foundation  of  an  education  is  laid, 
and  it  is  contended  that  the  laving:  of  the  same    is   quite    as 
important  as  the  worlc  of   buildiner   upon   it    at   any   subse- 
quent period.         Consequently,  slcllled   worlcmen   or  women 
are  wanted  in  this  department — women  of   superior  qualities 
of  heart  and  mind — women  who  are  fitted  by  natural  abilities 
and  inclination  and  "by   thorougfli    training   to   perform    the 
great  work  of  the    mental    and    moral    instruction    of    the 
little  ones.       The  teaching:  of  the  children  their  **letters"  is 
little  more  than  a  mere  mechanical  performance,  and  com-, 
prises  but  a  very  small  and  comparatively  unimportant    part 
of  the  work  of  the  first  and  second  g:rades.        The  little  ones 
are  to  be  taug:ht  not  only  to  study,  but  ^*how"   to   study,    so 
"that  no  time  mayT^e  wasted  in    the   elementary   stag-es    and 
the  advancement  may  "be  steadv    and     rapid.        Memorizing 
and   reciting:  is   g:ood  here,  as  in  tlie    advanced   g:rades,    but 
this  alone  is  merely  superficial.         The  cliild   should   be   so 
taug:ht  as  to  have  a  mental   g-rasp  of   tlie   principles   under- 
lying: his  studies.         Thus  will  tlie  mind  he  broadened,  real 
knowledg:e  acquired,  true  progress -made,  and    the   teacher's 
work  be  eminently  satisfactory.         The  moral  instruction  of 
the  young:  is  also  a  question  of  serious  consideration.        It  is 
"in  many  respects  more  important  tlian   tliat   of   mental    in- 
struction.    If  **knowledg:e  is  power*^* — and  who  can  question 
the  saying:? — the  character  of  the  possessor  of  such  power  is 
a  matter  of  tremendous  import.    In  the  liands  of  the  vicious, 
this  instrument  can  be  wielded  with  great  detriment   to   so- 
ciety; but  when  employed  by  the  virtuous   for   the    g"ood   of 
-mankind,  who  can  estimate  the  value  of  the   benefits   which 
are  conferred  upon  the  community .?  It  I's  therefore  essential

that  mental  and  moral  instruction  in   our  public   schools    go 
hand  in  hand,  and  the  place  where   such   instruction   should 
beg'in  is  unquestionably  in  the  lower   g-rades.        The   youn^ 
mind  is  easily  impressed  and  the  youthful  conscience    g^ener- 
ally  quick  and  tender,  and  at  this  period  the  teacher   exerts 
a  g-reat  influence  upon  the  pupil.     It  is  necessary   that   that 
influence  shall  be  rig^ht,  and  that  the  teacher,  by  example  as 
well  as  precept,  shall  inculcate  higfh  and  noble   principles  of 
virtue,  truth,  justice,  honesty,  and   in   so    doing-   shall   lay, 
broad,  deep  and  indestructible,  the  foundation  of  the  pupil's 
moral  character.        Another  requisite  in  the  teacher   in   the 
Primary   school  is  that  she  possess    what  may  be  called  the 
**mother   quality."       For  the  first  five  years   or   more   of  its 
life  the   little   one   has   been   wholly   under    the    care    and 
g"uidance  of  the  mother,  who  has  watched  over  it   with   ten- 
derness and  love  and  has  ever   been   earnestly   solicitous   for 
its  well-being.         But   now  it   is  g"oing  out  of  the  home-life 
into  that  of  the  school,  and  the  care  of  the  child    for  a    con- 
siderable portion  of  the   day  will  devolve  upon  the    teacher. 
At  this  time,  mother  is  very  anxious  to  know  what  is  the  at- 
mosphere of  the  school-life,  that  she  may    determine    as    to 
its   probable     influence,    whether   salutary     or      otherwise. 
She  also  desires  to  know  something  in  regfard  to  the  teach- 
er— her     qualities    of  heart,  her  love  of  children,  her     pa- 
tience in  bearing"  with  their  failures,  her  wisdom  and  self- 
control  in  the  administration  of    discipline,   and  her    care- 
ful reg-ard  for  the  health  of  her  pupils.     In  a  word,  what  is 
wanted  is  the  assurance  that  the  teacher  possesses  a  larg-e 
measure  of  what  we    have  denominated  the   mother  quali- 
ty, and  exhibits  in  her  daily  conduct  of  the  school  a  spir- 
it of  motherliness  which  shall  win  the  hearts  of  the  chil- 
dren and  bind  them  to  her  with  cords  of  love,    and    shall 
enable  her  to  lead  their  feet  in  pleasant  paths    of  knowl- 
edg-e  and  virtue.      Her  personal  contact  with  the  children 
is  by  far  the  most  potent  factor  in  their  training-.        To  re- 
apitulate,  the  truly  successful  teacher  in  the  Primary''  school 
must  be  capable  of   laying  the  foundation  of  a  mental   and 
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moral  education  in  a  thoroufjlily  efficient  manner,  and  must 
be  capable  of  caring-  for  the  little  ones  with  much  of  the 
tenderness  and  wisdom  of  the  mother.  It  is  therefore  a  po- 
sition of  g-reat  responsibility^  and  on  the  part  of  educational 
authorities  and  parents  of  young-  children  there  is  a  gfrowing- 
appreciation  of  its  importance.  The  time  when  '*almost 
anybod)'"  would  do  to  teach  these  schools  has  become  past 
history,  and  in  the  future  teachers  will  be  selected  for  the 
Primary  grades  because  of  thoroug-h  fitness  for  the  work 
and  not  because  they  desire  to  earn  a  little  "pin  money''  or 
want  to  **start  low  (?)  and  work  upward.'*  These  senti- 
ments are  not  to  be  considered  as  criticisms  of  our  teachers, 
who  will  doubtless  compare  favorably  with  those  of  other 
places;  but  the  object  for  which  they  are  expressed  is,  as 
before  stated,  to  raise  to  a  higher  level  the  dig-nit}^  of  the 
position  of  teacher  in  the  Primary  school,  and  io  banish  an}^ 
feeling  of  humiliation  or  embarrassment  that  she  may  expe- 
rience in  the  presence  of  other  members  of  our  corps  of  in- 
structors. 

From  the  importance  of  the  work  we  naturally  pass 
to  the  question  of  salaries.  In  regard  to  this  matter,  the 
opinion  of  the  committee  is.  and  hasbeen,  that  the  Primary 
teachers  do  not  receive  a  fa'ir  comnensation  for  their  labors, 
that  the  pay  is  entirely  disproportionate  to  the  importance 
of  the  work.  In  considering  the  question  of  salaries,  w^e 
would  further  extend  the  architectural  idea  or  fignre,  and 
would  ask  wby,  in  the  erection  of  the  mental  and  moral 
structure,  out  masons  should  not  receive  as  g-ood  wag-es  as 
our  carpenters?  In  tbe  first  and  second  gfrades  the  pay  is 
$320.  per  year,  which  is  but  little  better  than  a  starvation 
wage,  admitting-  virtually  of  nothing-  beyond  the  bare  neces- 
sities of  life.  While  of  luxuries  there  can  be  but  few,  if  any, 
the  opportunities  for  self-culture  -and  the  development  of  the 
faculties  upon  which  successful  teaching  depends  are  limited 
indeed.  Prom  a  salary  of  $320.  per  year,  let  the  reader  de- 
duct the  cost  of  boarding-  and  clothing  himself,  and  if  he  is 
able  to  find  a  remainder  he  is  entitled  to   be   ranked    amons* 
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the  leading"  financiers  of  the  day.      The  mind  of  the  teacher 
should  be  broadened   throug'h   travel   in   at   least   her  own 
country  and  its  power    increased   by   the   reading-  of  books 
and  mag-azines  devoted    to   the   subject  of   school-teaching. 
But  these  means  of  enriching-  her  experience    and   enlarg-ing 
her  knowledgfe,  so  as  to  enhance  her  value  as  a   teacher,    are 
denied,  because  she  cannot  expend  what  she  does  not  possess 
and  is  unable  to  earn.     An  ordinary  house-g-irl,    wag-es   and 
boarding:  included,  receives  as  much  as  many   of   our   teach- 
ers.    Not  that  we  would  underestimate  the   services   of   the 
domestic,  but   would   value   those   of   the    public   educator 
more.     Says  an  eminent  authority:  '*No  teacher    in   Massa- 
chusetts in  full  charg-e  of  a  school,  and  rendering-,  after  rea- 
sonable probation,  satisfactory  service,    should  receive   less 
than  $10.  per  week.''         A  teacher  in  our  Primaries  may   be 
specially  adapted  to  the  work  in  those  grades,  and  may  pre- 
fer it  to   any   other   position   in  the   schools;    but   through 
stress  of  circumstances  and  by  reason  of   inadequate  compen- 
sation, she  must  aspire  to  position  in  a  higher    p-rade  in    or- 
der to  increase  her  slender  income — she   is   forced    from   her 
natural  element,  is  compelled  to    abandon   the   field   of   her 
best  labors.         "While  the  work  of  teacher,  as  well  as  that  of 
minister,  should  be  a  calling  in  at  least    some   remote    sense 
of  Divine  appointment  and  ordination,  and  not  simply  a  pro- 
fession or  means  of  obtaining-  a   livelihood,    the   workers   in 
both  fields  are  nevertheless  entitled  to  a  * 'living;"  and  if  it 
be  considered  that  "the  laborer  is  worthy    of   his   hire,"    he 
should  certainly  be  provided  with  comfortable   support,    and 
as  this   is  not  afforded  some  of  our  teachers,   it   would   seem 
as  if  there  were  a  dereliction  in  what  mig-ht  be    termed   our 
religious  duty.       If  thorougfhly  competent  instructors  are  to 
be  secured  for,  and  retained  in,  the  Primary    schools,    there 
must  be  a  revision  of  the  schedule  of  salaries.     The  commit- 
tee have  not  advanced  these  salaries  because   the  g-enerally 
increasing:  demands  of  the  schools   in    other    respects    have 
yearly  exhausted  the  appropriation,  and  they  have  hesitated 
to  ask  for  larger  appropriations  for  this  purpose.       But  it  is 
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prophesied  that  the  time  is  not  far-distant  when  justice  will 
be  done  to  the  teachers  in  the  lower  grades. 

The  committee  set  their  mark  of  approval  to  the  gfener- 
al  work  of  the  Primary  schools  during-  the  year.  A  new 
furnace  at  the  Dennison  has  added  much  to  the  comfort  of  the 
building:  during- the  past  winter.  The  congestion  at  the 

Payne  has  been  greatly  relieved  by  the  removal  of  a  number 
of  pupils  to  the  house  which  was  brought  from  the  Villag-e 
to  the  Payne  yard,  and  where  Miss  Appleton  was  installed  as 
teacher. 


UNORADKD      SCHOOLS. 


Changes  of  teachers  in  some    of    these    schools   is    the 
rule  rather  than  the  exception.  It    is   difficult    to   secure 

teachers  who  are  willing  to  accept  positions  that  are  very 
far  removed  from  the  centre  of  population.  It  is  more  diffi- 
cult, after  having  secured  such  teachers,  to  induce  them  to 
remain  for  any  great  length  of  time.  The)^  are  ever  upon 
the  lookout  for  what  they  consider  better  positions,  and 
their  resignations  are  not  long  delayed.  Hence  changes  are 
frequent,  and  it  must  be  admitted  that  thej^  are  not  condu- 
cive to  the  best  interests  of  the  schools.  A  new  teacher  ma v 
be  willing  and  competent, but  in  order  to  do  her  best  work  she 
must  first  become  acquainted  with  the  school  and  the  ele- 
ments of  which  it  is  composed;  and  it  is  this  circumstance, 
where  change  follows  change  in  close  succession,  that  causes 
much  loss  of  valuable  time,  and  the  schools  suffer  not  a  little 
in  consequence.  It  is  unwise  to  elect  a  born-and-bred  city 
girl  to  the  position   of    teacher  in   the  out-district   schools. 
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She  may  be  quite  sure  that  she  will  like,  but  the  committee 
are  absolutely  certain  that  she  will  not,  and  their  convic- 
tion is  the  result  of  years  of  experience.  To  pursue  such  a 
course  is  but  a  waste  of  time  and  means,  for  which  there 
can  be  no  reasonable  excuse.  It  is  always  advisable  to  se- 
cure for  these  schools,  when  possible,  teachers  who  have 
lived  in  the  town,  and  better  still  in  the  particular  section, 
where  the  school  is  located.  They  remain  longfer  and  the 
work  is  better  because  more  continuous  and  freer  from  inter- 
ruptions throug"h  changfes.  The  out-district,  or  ungfraded, 
schools,  however,  have  been  doing*  a  fairly  g-ood  work,  all 
thing's  considered,  and  the  teachers  are  entitled  to  commend- 
ation. It  is  felt  that  special  mention  should  be  made  of 
Miss  Jewett,  who  teaches  at  Grape  Island  in  the  summer, 
and  anywhere  and  everywhere,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  com- 
mittee, in  the  winter.  Her  readiness  to  take  charge  of  anv 
school  at  short  notice  and  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  and 
her  adjustability  to  all  conditions  and  circumstances,  make 
her  services  most  valuable  to  the  committee  and  the  schools. 


INCIDEISTTAL     MENTIOIS'. 


Special  Teachers. 
In  September  Mr.  MacArthur,  the  instructor  in  music, 
resigned  his  position.  His  resig-nation  was  accepted  with 
regret.  He  was  higfhly  esteemed  for  his  personal  worth  and 
the  satisfactory  quality  of  his  work.  Losing-  a  good  man  in 
Mr.  MacArthur,  the  committee  found  another  in  the  person 
of  Mr.  Joseph  Kershaw,  choirmaster  at  Ascension  Memorial 
Church.  The  board  was  fortunate  in  securing-  the  services 
of  Mr.  Kershaw,  whose  ability  as  an  instructor   in   music   is 
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of  a  higfh  order,  and  whose  work  since  September  has  been 
very  successful.  The  work  of  Miss  Ethel  W.  Ratsey,  the 
instructor  in  drawing",  is  too  well  known  to  need  comment. 
When  it  is  stated  that  her  work  is  always  gfood,  there  is 
nothing"  further  that  needs  to  be  said. 

Parents  Urged  to  Visit  the  Schools. 
Ang'els'  visits  may  be  unexpected  and  infrequent,  but 
Ihey  are  scarcely  more  so  than  those  of  many  parents  to  the 
schools.  There  are  some  who  make  occasional  visits,  it  is 
true;  but  the  great  majority  are  never  seen  within  the  walls 
of  a  school  building",  except  perhaps  on  the  closing"  day  of 
the  schools.  In  a  number  of  instances  the  reg"isters  do  not 
•show  a  single  visit  from  parents  during"  the  entire  year,  but 
it  should  be  stated  that  the  teachers  have  received  many 
courteous  notes  and  pleasant  verbal  messag^es,  expressing" 
•satisfaction  with  their  work  as  viewed  from  a  distance.  This 
is  very  nice  and  such  messages  are  fullv  appreciated,  but 
the  teachers  desire  a  closer  and  more  intimate  acquaintance- 
ship with  the  parents.  It  would  be  helpful  to  teacher,  pa- 
rent and  pupil  alike.  A  verv  pertinent  question  is,  Oug-ht 
parents  to  confidently  or  unthinkinp-ly  entrust  the  education 
of  their  children  to  teachers  with  whom  they  may  not  have 
so  much  as  a  speaking:  acquaintance?  The  committee  think 
not,  and  would  join  with  the  teachers  in  urging:  parents  to 
visit  frequently  at  the  schools. 

Tardiness. 
As  a  g:eneral  thing:  there  is  more  tardiness  on  the  part 
of  some  pupils  than  is  g:ood  either  for  themselves  or  the 
•schools.  In  all  schools  tardiness  appears  to  be  larg-ely  con- 
fined to  a  few  children,  with  whom  the  practice  seems  to 
have  become  in  some  sense  habitual.  It  interferes  with  the 
opening:  work,  makes  a  poor  showing  for  the  school  upon  the 
records,  and  reduces  the  rank  of  the  pupil.  Tardiness  at 
times  is  of  course  unavoidable  and  excuses  therefor  reason- 
.able,  but  in  many  instances  it  is  traceable  to    causes    which 
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by  a  little  carefulness  mig-ht  be  avoided.  Promptitude  in 
children  or  adults  is  a  most  valuable  quality,  and  it  is  es- 
sential that  such  a  habit  be  acquired  in  youthful  days.  ~^ 

Detentions. 
As  there  appears  to  be  more  or  less  misunderstanding- 
concerning  the  matter  of  detentions,  it  will  not  be  out  of 
place  to  state  just  what  is  the  ruling*  of  the  committee.  In 
the  Higfh  school,  no  detentions  whatever  are  permitted. 
When  a  pupil's  lessons  are  unsatisfactory,  a  teacher  may  re- 
quest him  to  return  in  the  afternoon,  but  cannot  compel  him 
to  do  so,  and  is  not  allowed  to  attach  any  penalty  to  his 
failure  to  comply  with  such  request.  This  is  a  recent  decis- 
ion of  the  board.  The  committee,  however,  would  empha- 
size the  fact  that,  in  requesting:  a  pupil's  return,  the  teach- 
er has  his  welfare  only  in  view,  and  it  is  hoped  that  he  will 
regfard  it  in  this  ligfht  and  comply  with  the  request  when- 
ever possible.  It  is  not  thoug-ht  that  such  requests  will  be 
made  frequently  of  any  particular  pupil.  Whenever  the  re- 
quest is  made,  it  will  be  at  the  personal  inconvenience  of  the 
teacher,  for  when  a  pupil  returns  she  also  must  return  and 
must  give  up  her  freedom  for  the  afternoon.  Parents  should 
appreciate  this  sacrifice  for  the  gfood  of  their  children,  and 
should  see  to  it  that  they  comply,  as  far  as  may  be  wise  and 
rig"ht,  with  a  request  so  reasonable  and  iust  and  of  so  gfood 
intent.  In  all  schools  other  than  the  Hig-h,  prompt  closing- 
at  the  hour  specified  is  expected.  No  detentions  will  be  per- 
mitted after  the  close  of  the  morning-  session,  and  in  no  case 
can  a  pupil  be  detained  long-er  than  thirty  minutes  after  the 
close  of  the  afternoon  session. 

Discipline. 
Corporal  punishment  has  been  abolished  in  the  schools 
of  many  places;  but  while  such  is  not  the  case  in  Ipswich,  it 
is  the  instruction  from  the  committee  that  this  method  of 
maintaining  discipline  shall  be  but  sparingly  employed,  and 
.shall  be  resorted  to  after  (and  only  after)  all  other    and  less 
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rigforotis  measures  have  failed.  An  appeal  to  the  better  na- 
ture, or  the  denial  of  some  trifling  pleasure,  is  often  more 
effective  in  the  correction  of  a  child  than  a  harsh  tone  or  the 
manifestation  of  a  hasty  and  intemperate  spirit  in  the  appli- 
cation of  the  rod.  Where  the  digrnity  and  self-control  of  the 
teacher  are  not  preserved, her  influence  is  most  certainly  des- 
troyed. Some  wise  and  tactful  instructors  manag"e  to  keep 
their  pupils  so  busily  and  interestingly  employed  that  they 
have  no  time  for  mischief.  There  are  instances,  however, 
when  all  expedients  and  gentle  means  of  correction  prove  in- 
effectual, and  it  is  then  that  is  discovered  the  wisdom  of  the 
ancient  proverb,  * 'Spare  the  rod  and  spoil  the  child."  The 
punishment  even  then  should  not  be  abusive,  but  rational 
and  humane.  Discipline  must  be  maintained  in  the  schools, 
but  the  burden  of  correction  should  devolve  largely  upon  the 
home.  When  the  work  of  the  home  in  this  regard  is  thor- 
oughly and  conscientiously  oerformed,  there  is  little  need  of 
the  good  offices  of  the  school.  The  following  quotation  is  so 
very  much  to  the  point  that  we  give  it  olace  in  this  connec- 
tion: *'The  school  says  to  the  home:  'The  child  is  yours, 
not  mine.  To  feed  and  clothe  him  is  not  enough.  You 
must  do  more  than  that.  To  send  him  forth  into  the  world 
of  school  orderly  and  law-abiding;  to  watch  his  progress; 
to  encourage  his  efforts;  to  check  his  wrong  tendencies;  to 
punish  him  for  misconduct — that  is  your  duty.  To  be  truth- 
ful, courteous  and  diligent — that  is  the  child's  duty.  To 
make  his  lessons  interesting  and  to  teach  him  thoroughly — 
that  is  my  duty.  Make  your  child  teachable,  and  I  will 
teach  him;  but  I  cannot  do  your  work;  you  cannot  do  mine; 
neither  you  nor  I  can  do  the  child's.  We  must  all  work  to- 
gether to  produce  a  citizen  who  will  be  a  benefit  to  society." 

Preference  Given  to  Home- Applicants  for 

Teachers'  Positions. 
Among  those  who  apply  for  teachers'    positions,    it  is 
the  policy  of  the  committee  to    give    the   preference    to   the 
home-applicant,  where  it  can  be  done  without   detriment   to 
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the  schools.  The  interests  of  the  schools  demand  the  best 
talent  that  can  be  secured,  but  when  the  domestic  article 
is  as  g'ood  as  the  imported,  the  board  is  sufficiently  patriotic 
as  to  prefer  the  home  production.  Our  own  people  are  near- 
er, and  it  may  be  said  dearer,  than  strangfers,  and  therefore 
have  the  priority  of  claim.  The  tax-payers  of  Ipswich  sup- 
port the  public  schools  of  the  town,  and  where  they  have 
daughters  who  are  capable  of  becoming"  efficient  teachers, 
the  fact  should  be  recog^nized  and  their  tax  returned  througrh 
the  employment  of  the  daug-hters  as  instructors  in  the  schools 
It  is  the  policy  of  extending*  to  school  matters  the  principle 
of  never  g'oing'  out  of  town  when  one  can  g-et  just  as  grood  at 
home.  Experience  has  proven  that  the  averag"e  home-teacher 
8"ives  quite  as  g'ood  service  as  the  strangfer.  He  Who  said 

that  **A  prophet  is  not  without  honor  save  in  his  own  coun- 
try,*' but  quoted  a  proverb,  ancient  even  in  His  day,  and 
which  may  be  as  true  now,  as  ever,  in  its  general  applica- 
tion, but  which  certainly  fails  in  soecific  instances.  Ap- 
plied to  teachers  and  teaching:  in  Ipswich,  the  rule  would 
prove  the  exceptions,  rather  than  the  reverse.  Amone^  our 
most  respected,  most  influential  and  most  successful  teach- 
ers, who  have  held  positions  on  our  teaching"  force  for 
many  years,  are  ladies  who  are  natives  of  the  town  and  have 
ever  resided  here.  Real  merit  will  often  receive  recognition 
and  reward  at  home  as  well  as  abroad.  The  committee  see 
no  reason  for  chang"e  of  policy,  and  grraduates  of  our  High 
school,  after  taking"  an  approved  course  of  training",  are  en- 
courag-ed  to  apply  for  positions  in  our  schools,  with  the  as- 
surance that  their  qualifications  will  be  fully  considered. 

The  Closing  oe  Out-District  Schools. 

The  following"  is  copied  from  the  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  education,  and  is  published  to  show  that  the  action 
of  the  committee  in  closing"  some  of  the  out-district  schools 
is  endorsed  by  the  higfhest  educational  authority  in  the 
state:  **The  policy  of  uniting:  small  schools  in  larg-e  cen- 
tral ones  has  made  great  strides    during"  the   decade.      The

movement  is  a  wholly  voluntary  one,  the  law  authorizing- 
but  not  requiring-  it.  It  means,  on  the  whole,  better  build- 
ing's, better  appointments,  better  gradingf,  better  teaching-, 
t)etter  results.  It  bring-s  the  children  of  different  sections 
of  the  town  together,  reduces  a  certain  provincialism  that  is 
due  to  the  old-time  dispersion  and  isolation  of  the  schools, 
and  makes  the  central  school  a  natural  and  feasible  centre 
for  certain  outside  social  and  educational  enterprises  that 
may  properly  be  encourag-ed  in  connection  with  it.  The 
same  expenditure  of  money  goes  further  under  this  centrali- 
zation. If  it  co5»ts  more  than  the  old  way,  it  is  because  the 
interest  of  the  people  is  more  active  to  secure  good  results." 
In  at  least  one  instance  the  closing-  of  an  out-district  school 
was  done  at  the  request  of  a  large  majoritv  of  parents  living- 
in  the  district  where  the  school  was  located,  and  in  no  case 
has  a  school  been  closed  without  the  consent  of  those  most 
interested. 

Disbursement  of  School  Funds. 
This  is  a  question  of  vital  importance  to  every  tax 
payer.  It  is  the  right  of  all  citizens  to  know  how  the  ap- 
propriation is  being  expended  and  to  inquire  as  to  whether 
our  schools  are  costing  the  town  more  than  they  should. 
True,  the  appropriation  has  b>een  increased;  but  it  is  also 
true  that  strong  eifort  hasl^een  made  to  keep  down  the  ex- 
penses of  the  school  department.  But  how  can  a  superin- 
tendent be  engfaged;  a  commercial  course  introduced,  neces- 
sitatinof  the  employment  of  an  extra  teacher,  the  purchase 
of  an  entire  outfit  of  text-boolcs  and  supplies,  typewriters, 
etc.;  a  schoolhouse  which  has  fallen  into  disuse  in  its  pres- 
ent location  be  removed  to  a  place  where  it  can  serve  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  erected;  a  new  furnace  installed  in 
a  house  where  conditions  have  been  somewhat  dang-erous  to 
the  health  of  the  children  througli  low  temperature;  how, 
we  ask,  can  such  things  be  done  unless  the  appropriation  is 
increased?  And  nothing  has  been  said  in  this  connection 
about  the  expense  of  a  chemical  and  physical  laboratory  and 
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various  other  requirements  of  the  Hig-h  and  common  schools. 
"Where  the  law  compels,  or  the  people  require,  certain  thing's, 
what  choice  have  the  committee?  Sometimes,  it  is  said  that 
teachers  are  paid  too  much;  at  others,  too  little.  Ag'ain, 'we 
are  told  that  we  do  not  pay  as  much  as  surrounding  towns. 
But  what  are  the  facts?  From  the  returns  from  towns  as 
published  in  the  report  of  the  State  Board  for  1903,  we  learn 
that  the  averaefe  of  salaries  paid  Ipswich  teachers  is  largrer 
than  that  of  Essex,  Wenham,  Topsfield,  Rowley,  Newbury 
or  Georg-etown;  but  is  not  so  larg-e  as  that  of  Hamilton, 
Rockport,  Manchester,  Beverly,  Danvers  or  Marblehead. 
The  averag'e  salary  paid  to  female  teachers  in  Ipswich  is  $40 
per  month;  the  averag'e  of  the  entire  state  is  $53.37.  So  it 
is  seen  that  Ipswich  is  over  $13.  below  the  state  average, 
from  which  it  is  arg-ued  that  the  committee  cannot  be 
chargred  with  prodig'ality,  unless  the  funds  are  woefullv 
wasted  throug'hout  the  state.  In  the  education  of  each  child 
the  averag'e  cost  in  the  state  is  $27.10.  In  Ipswich  last  year 
it  was  less  than  $20.  Here  ag'ain  it  is  shown  that  the  com- 
mittee have  disbursed  the  funds  with  gfreater  economy  than 
most  other  places  in  the  state.  .  The  appropriation  asked  for 
this  year  does  not  cover  the  actual  needs  of  the  schools,  but 
the  committee  will  do  their  best  with  whatever  the  people 
may  be  pleased  to  place  in  their  hands,  and  will  endeavor  to 
make  every  dollar  count  in  the  interest  of  the  schools. 

Other  Reports. 
The  reports  which  have  been  made  to  the  committee 
by  the  superintendent,  the  principal  of  the  Hig-h  school^ 
music  instructor,  drawing-  instructor,  and  truant  officer,  are 
published  herein,  tog-ether  with  the  reports  of  the  trustees 
of  the  various  school  funds,  and  for  them  the  committee  be- 
speak a  careful  perusal.

Mr.  Charles  S.  Cummingfs,  member  of  the  Board  of 
'Overseers  and  the  School  Committee,  died  of  paralysis  at  his 
home  on  Central  Street,  Thursday,  January  7th,  1904.  Of 
Mr.  Cummingfs  the  Ipswich  Chronicle  said: 

*'His  death  means  a  great  loss  to  many  people  whom  he 
has  befriended  in  botb  bis  private  and  official  capacity.  He 
had  been  connected  with  the  public  affairs  of  the  town  for  a 
long  term  of  years,  and  always  fulfilled  his  duties  in  a  most 
conscientious  manner.  He  was  for  nine  years  a  member  of 
the  board  of  overseers  and  was  very  faithful  in  the  work  en- 
tailed by  the  office.  As  a  member  of  the  school  board,  he 
was  actively  interested  in  all  that  pertained  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  schools.  He  was  genial  and  helpful  to  his  col- 
leagues and  ready  always  to  *'lend  a  hand"  wherever  he  was 
needed.  His  associates  in  office  deeply  regret  his  death, 
feeling  truh^  that 

*The  warmest  of  hearts  is  frozen, 

The  freest  of  hands  is  still; 
And  the  gap  in  our  picked  and  chosen 

The  long  years  may  not  fill.'  '* 

These  sentiments  are  endorsed  by  the  committee,  to 
whom  the  death  of  Mr.  Cummings  brings  a  sense  of  person- 
al "los^.  The  following  resolutiotis  were  adopted  and  pub- 
lished in  the  above-mentioned  paper: 

**Whereas,  The  All  Father,  in  infinite  love  and  wis- 
dom, has  removed  our  beloved  brother  and  esteemed  fellow 
member  from  the  scenes  of  earthly  a^ctivity  to  the  higher  and 
more  honorable  service  of  the  world  eternal;  therefore,  be  it 

Kesolved,  That  in  his  dearth  iht  committee  suffers  the 
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loss  of  a  faithful  and  efficient  member,  an  earnest  and  con- 
stant worker  in  behalf  of  the  educational  interests  of  the 
community;  that  the  town  loses  not  only  a  trustworthy  of- 
ficial, but  a  most  exemplary  citizen,  upright,  just  and  true; 
and  that,  as  a  sincere  friend  and  willing-  fellow  laborer,  we 
shall  ever  cherish  his  memory  and  * 'esteem  him  very  highly 
in  love  for  his  works'  sake."     Also,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  expressions  be  published 
in  the  local  paper,  a  copy  of  the  same  be  sent  to  each  of  the 
children  of  the  deceased  and  that  they  be  spread  upon  the 
records  of  the  committee.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

It  gfives  me  pleasure  to  submit  to 
Tou,  and  tbrougfli  you  to  the  people  of  the  town  of  Ipswich, 
my  second  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  work  of  the 
schools.  In  a  report  of  this  kind,  one  of  the  ^10^+  imnor+a^^t 
features  should  be  outlining"  plans  which  will  be  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  schools.  Hence  I  beein  by  describing  our 
conditions  and  pointing*  out  the  immediate  necessity  of  more 
school  room,  and  a  larger  teaching  force.  It  has  been  the 
custom  for  years  past  to  retain  the  children  in  the  Primary 
schools — the  Pavne,  Cosfswell  and  Dennison — for  four  3'ears. 
"With  the  present  school  accommodations,  no  other  wav  is 
apparent.  The  number  of  pupils  who  are  compelled  to  at- 
tend these  schools  is  much  in  excess  of  the  lawful  accommo- 
dation of  the  school  rooms.  There  is  a  state  law  which 
forbids  more  than  fifty  children  to  be  in  a  room  where  there 
is  only  one  teacher  employed.  With  the  exception  of  the 
lower  room  of  the  Payne,  which  has  been  relieved  by  moving' 
in  the  Village  school  building,  every  one  of  these  Primary 
schools  has  numbered  more  than  fifty  at  sometime  during" 
the  past  year.  There  should  be  an  extra  school  room  pro- 
vided for  the  fourth  year  children  after  this  rear.  There 
will  still  be  enough  children  left  in  the  first  three  g^rades  to 
make  two  schools  in  each  of  the  Primary  buildines.  If  the 
provision  of  this  extra  room  is  not  possible  within  the  finan- 
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cial  resources  of  the  town,  then  a  competent  assistant  should 
be  provided  for  each  of  the  Primary  schools.  With  these 

assistants  the  work  of  four  g-rades,  instead  of  three,  could  be 
accomplished  in  these  schools  and  the  children  promoted 
from  the  Primary  schools  to  the  fifth  g-rade. 

It  is  impossible  for  one  teacher  unassisted  to  do  satis- 
factory work  with  from  fifty  to  sixty  children.  The  results 
of  such  overcrowding-  in  our  schools  is  apparent  in  the  largfe 
number  of  children  who  have  become  mentall}"  stag^nant.  If 
these  children  had  received  proper  attention  during-  the  first 
two  years  of  their  school  life,  it  is  my  opinion  that  many  of 
them  would  not  have  been  so  slow  and  backward.  I  firml}^ 
believe  that  neither  teachers  nor  children  are  so  much  to 
blame  as  the  conditions  which  have  prevented  the  teachers 
from  jriving  and  the  pupils  from  receiving  proper  attention. 
I  would  not  stop  by  simply  emphasizinsr  the  mental  stagfna- 
tion  which  is  prevalent,  but  also  by  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  a  room  with  so  large  a  number  of  pupils  the 
physical,  as  well  as  mental,  development  is  retarded.  The 
air  becomes  quickly  exhausted  and  is  frequently  charg-cd 
with  disease  grerms,  which,  necessarily  in  an  atmosphere  re- 
breathed  anrl  over-breathed,  prove  encrvatin.g  and  dang-er- 
ous  to  the  health  of  the  children.  The  thing-  for  the  people 
of  the  town  to  do  is  to  face  the  problem  squarel}"  and  pro- 
vide means  of  relief  for  their  schools. 

The  prospect  is  that  the  Higfh  school  will  be  larg-er 
next  5^ear  than  it  is  at  present  as  the  incoming:  class  will  be 
larg-er  than  the  outg-oing-  class.  Therefore  the  need  for 
more  room  in  Manning-  building-  for  the  Hig-h  school  is  im- 
minent: and  at  the  present  rate  of  increase  in  number^  of  the 
pupils  in  the  High  school  another  teacher  will  soon  be  needed 
The  unsatisfactorj"  arrang-ement  for  the  eig-hth  and  ninth 
grades  is  apparent  to  any  one  who  visits  these  rooms  in  the 
Manning  building.  The  room  used  by  the  eig-hth  grade  is 
too  small  to  be  used  as  a  reg-ular  school  room.  The  present 
conditions  indicate  that  for  the  next  3^ear  all  the  pupils  of 
the  eighth  g-rade  cannot  be  seated  at  one  time  in    the    small 
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room  so  that  a  constant  marching"  in  and  out  of  the  ninth 
grade  room  is  necessitated.  This  results  in  much  lost  time 
and  waste  of  energ'y.  The  room  is  therefore  not  only  need- 
ed for  the  use  of  the  High' school  itself,  but  is  also  insuffi- 
cient for  the  accommodation  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades 
occupying  it. 

People  are  rapidly  beginning  to  see  the  importance  of 
a  strong  and  vigorous  body,  with  even,  regular  health.  Too 
often  in  the  past  the  whole  emphasis  of  school  work  has  been 
upon  mental  attainments  with  a  complete  disregard  of  phy- 
sical development  upon  which  depends  business  success,  so- 
cial enjoyment,  moral  worth  and  civic  usefulness.  For 
young  persons  to  grow  up  thin  chested  and  with  undeveloped 
muscles  while  making  the  effort  for  mental  attainment  is 
for  them  to  destroy  their  possibility  of  the  success  for  which 
they  ha,ve  striven  so  hard.  This  condition  of  affairs  with 
its  alleviation  is  one  with  which  educators  and  thinkers  are 
becoming  much  concerned,  more  esoeciallv  as  it  is  recog- 
nized that  good  health  is  the  greatest  agent  in  establishing 
good  morals. 

Some  communities  are  attempting  to  utilize  the  play- 
time of  the  children  for  better  physical  development  by  hav- 
ing organized  playing  of  games  at  recess.  Instead  of  rough 
and  tumble  play,  games  are  under  the  charge  of  the  teach- 
ers. In  no  place  can  lessons  in  self-control  and  regard  for 
the  rights  of  others  be  so  well  taught  and  learned  as  in  the 
properly  conducted  sports  and  games  of  the  school  yard. 
During  the  present  winter  term  the  recess  period  has  been 
devoted  to  gymnastic  exercises  in  the  school  rooms.  This 
has  the  disadvantage  of  being  indoors  yet  avoids  the  demor- 
alizing influence  of  the  general  recess  and  with  proper  care 
as  to  opened  windows  during  the  exercises  gives  a  supply  of 
fresh  air  to  the  children,  without  the  evils  of  wet  feet  and 
clothing  so  often  accompanying  the  out-of-door  recess. 

The  time  is  near  at  hand  when  the  board  should  take 
into  careful  consideration  the  advisability  of  having  a  direc- 
tor of  physical  training  come  to  the  town  during  the   winter 
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term,  who  shall  SA^stematize  the  work  and  instruct  the  teach- 
ers in  the  principles  and  methods  of  gfj^mnastic  training. 
The  assembly  hall  in  the  Manning-  building-  would  be  an  ex- 
cellent room  for  a  gymnasium,  in  which  basket  ball  and 
other  games  could  be  pleasurably  conducted.  Pupils  of  high 
and  grammar  school  age  are  much  benefitted  by  systematic 
drills  and  organized  games. 

The  business  course  in  the  High  school  has  proven 
popular.  There  are  at  present  thirt3^-one  pupils  taking  the 
course.  There  are  two  reasons  which  may  prompt  pupils  to 
take  this  course.  The  only  worthy  reason  is  that  those  who 
take  the  course  are  fitting  themselves  for  some  useful  busi- 
ness position  which  the  pursuit  of  these    subjects   will   train 

them  to  fill.  The  other  reason,  sometimes  stated,  that  pu- 
pils hope  to  find  this  course  easier,  is  not  just  to  the  motives 
of  the  majority  who  elect  this  course,  yet  as  some  apparent- 
ly have  such  an  object  in  mind,  the  course  should  be  made  so 
rigorous  that  all  must  understand  that  to  elect  it  means  as 
much  work  as  any  other  course. 

I  beg  leave  to  reiterate  what  I  wrote  last  year  of  the 
necessit}^  of  a  better  fitting  up  and  equipment  of  a  labora- 
tory for  teaching  the  sciences  in  the  High  school. 


WRITING. 

We  are  now  using  the.  Medial  Slant  System  of  writing 
in  all  our  grades.  The  stumbling-block  to  avoid  now  is  a 
return  to  the  old  illegible  fort3^-five  degrees  slant.  We  are 
endeavoring  to  make  the  change  from  vertical  to  medial 
slant  without  a  radical  break.  The  free  arm  movement  ex- 
ercises are  used  from  the  beginning  in  both  drawing  and 
writing.  I  believe  the  trouble  was  not  so  much  with  vertical 
writing  as  with  the  method  of  teaching.  The  free-arm 
movement  was  entireh'^  dropped  in  man}'^  schools  with  the 
inevitable  result  of  slow  mechanical  writing.  A  great  effort 
is  made  to  keep  the  children  from    gripping   the    pen-holder 
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and  bearing-  on  hard.  To  assist  in  this  the  use  of  pen  and 
ink  and  writing-  books  should  be  supplied  to  the  third  grade. 

In  order  to  economize  the  teachers'  time  and  for  the 
preservation  of  the  children's  eye-sight  by  avoiding  the  nec- 
essity of  reading  so  much  from  the  blackboards,  a  practice 
which  is  a  severe  strain  even  in  the  best  lig-hted  rooms,  I 
think  it  wise  to  supply  the  upper  Primary  schools  with 
arithmetics. 

In  reviewing-  the  work  of  the  3^ear  there  are  evident 
sig-ns  of  prog-ress.  The  addition  of  the  Village  building  to 
the  Payne  school  has  been  a  g-reat  relief.  The  new  heater 
in  the  Dennison  has  made  that  building  much  more  comfort- 
able. Oiling-  the  floors  of  several  rooms  has  made  them 
more  presentable  and  cleanly.  The  work  done  in  the  Pri- 

mary schools  has  been  concentrated  upon  the  subiects  which 
the  children  can  easily  master  in  those  grades.  The  work  in 
the  second  and  third  grades  is  several  months  in  advance  of 
what  it  was  last  year  at  this  time.  These  g-r  ides  have  been 
supplied  with  several  sets  of  supplementar}^  readers  which 
have  been  a  g-reat  pleasure  and  source  of  profit  to  the  chil- 
dren. The  introduction  of  Frye's  g-eography  in  the  g-ram- 
mar  g-rades  has  had  a  tendency  to  make  the  work  more 
broadening  and  interesting.  The  language  work    in  all 

g-rades  shows  a  marked  improvement  along-  the  lines  of  ae^ 
curacy  and  fluency. 


SALARIES. 

We  are  pa^^ing  some  of  our  Primary  teachers  more 
this  year  than  formerl}^  which  is  a  much  deserved  increase. 
When  it  is  taken  into  consideration  how  much  tact  and  skill 
are  required  to  start  children  with  correct  habits  of  school 
life  a  salary  should  be  paid  sufficient  to  secure  for  the  Pri- 
mary schools  experienced  and  competent  teachers.  Kven  at 
the  present  salary,  it  is  my  observation  that  Ipswich  pa5^s 
lower  salaries  to  its  Primary  teachers    than    do  most    other 
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towns  similar  to  it.  When  the  salar}"  paid  a  teacher  is  not 
sufficient  for  her  even  to  pa}'  her  board  and  clothe  herself, 
much  less  to  save  an5"thing'  for  summer  support  or  personal 
culture,  it  is  impossible  to  g-et  a  teacher  unless  she  can  live 
at  home.  When  there  is  not  a  local  applicant  competent  to 
satisfactorily  fill  the  position,  the  result  is  that  an  incompe- 
tent teacher  is  forced  into  the  schools  to  the  lasting-  detri- 
ment of  the  children. 

In  our  zeal  for  mental  growth  we  sometimes  lose  sight 
of  the  more  important  part  of  education  which  is  the  forma- 
tion of  correct  habits  of  heart  and  will.  Upon  correct  habits 
of  heart,  the  proper  spirit  towards  people  and  work,  depends 
the  progress  of  the  world  and  the  welfare  of  societ)^  Schools 
should  devclopc  the  power  of  appreciation,  enable  pupils  to 
concentrate  the  mind  upon  the  work  in  hand  and  to  search 
out  for  themselves  new  knowledge.  The  teacher  who  has 
the  power  to  inspire  with  ambition,  to  arouse  in  her  pupils 
a  passion  for  knowledge,  combined  with  the  purpose  to  be 
manly  and  true,  is  a  powerful  agent  in  building  up  charac- 
ter. We  must  not  forget  what  a  m\ght3"  factor  is  the  pcr- 
sonalit}^  of  the  teacher  upon  her  pupils.  So  many  times  I 

have  seen  schools  with  a  town  reputation  for  disobedience 
become  in  a  few  months  under  an  inspiring  teacher  a  model 
school;  also,  I  have  seen  the  reverse  happen,  where  the  best 
disposed  children  lose  all  restraint  under  an  incompetent 
teacher*  I  speak  of  these  things  because  some  are  likely  to 
underestimate  the  teacher's  calling  and  to  think  that  she  is 
just  a  medium  for  injecting-  learning:  into  the  minds  of  her 
pupils. 


ATTENDANCE. 

The  per  cent,  of  attendance  shows  a  slight  falling  off 
from  last  year,  for  which  the  epidemic  of  small  pox  last 
spring-  is  mostly  responsible.  The  method  of  reckoning-  ten 
,<la)^s  absence  before  a  pupil's  name  it  dropped  from  the  mem- 
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bership  roll  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  reg-is- 
ter,  has  also  been  somewhat  responsible  in  diminishing-  the 
per  cent.  Our  per  cent,  of  attendance  is  only  90,  which  is 
lower  than  the  averag"e  of  the  state.  The  schools  of  Ips- 
wich should  have  an  average  of  93  or  94  per  cent.  Children 
are  ing-enious  in  inventing"  excuses  to  stay  out  of  school  and 
parents  are  many  times  very  thoughtless  for  the  welfare  of 
their  children  in  keeping-  them  out  of  school  on  the  slig-htest 
provocation.  With  our  excellent  truant  offcer,  Mr.  Garland, 
we  should  succeed  in  improving  the  attendance.  It  seems  to 
me  Mr.  Garland  mig-ht  be  paid  an  amount  sufficient  to  enable 
him  to  call  once  a  week  at  each  of  the  schools  to  examine 
the  reg-isters  and  find  out  the  reason  for  absence. 


CHANGE  OF  TEACHERS. 

There  have  been  very  few  changes  in  our  corps  of 
teachers  during  the  last  year.  Miss  Stella  Adams,  who  as- 
sisted in  the  Payne  school  last  year,  was  elected  to  the  Line- 
brook  to  begin  in  September.  Owing  to  sickness  in  the  fam- 
ily. Miss  Adams  requested  a  leave  of  absence  and  Miss  Mary 
E.  Prescott  acted  as  substitute  during  the  fall  term.  Miss 
Prescott  has  done  a  fine  work  for  the  Linebrook  school. 
Owing- to  illness  in  her  famib^  she  has  resigned  and  Miss 
Sadie  Dow  is  now  in  charg-e  of  the  school.  Miss  Alice  Burn- 
ham  has  chang-ed  from  the  Argilla  to  the  Appleton  school, 
and  Miss  Lucy  B.  Story  was  elected  to  the  Arg-illa.  Miss 
Williams,  a  student  of  Bates  Colleg-e,  has  been  assisting-  in 
the  Payne  school  this  year  with  marked  success.  Miss  Hodg-- 
kins,  of  the  Cog-swell,  was  unable  to  return  in  September 
and  Miss  Edith  Perley  has  been  acting-  as  substitute  during 
the  year. 

MUSIC. 
During  the  fall  term  Mr.  Mac  Arthur  resigned    h'^  pq- 
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sition  as  music  teacher  and  Mr.  Joseph  Kershaw  was  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Kershaw  took  hold  of  the  work  with 
energ-y  and  a  determination  which  is  resulting"  in  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  work.  The  earnestness  of  the  teacher 
of  music  inspires  enthusiasm  among"  the  pupils  and  regfular 
teachers. 


DRAWING. 

Ipswich  may  be    proud    of    the    work    done        by    its 
schools  in  drawing.  The  work  could  be  still     further  im- 

proved by  having  a  room  in  the  Manning    building  fitted  up 
for  drawing,  to  be  used  by  the  pupils  of  the  High  school. 


PKNNY-SAVING  SYSTEM. 

Last  spring,  at  the  inspiration  and  sug^gestion  of  the 
Woman's  Club,  the  penn3^-saving  system  was  begun  in  our 
schools.  Like  many  new  things  it  was  taken  hold  of  with 
enthusiasm  and  pennies  poured  in  rapidly.  The  enthusiasm 
has  somewhat  abated  but  the  collections  are  considerable 
each  week.  The  keeping  of  these  accounts  involves  extra 
work  upon  the  teachers'  part,  but  they  are  willing"  to  do 
whatever  will  promote  the  welfare  of  their  pupils.  Inculcat- 
ing the  habit  of  saving  is  one  of  tTie  most  useful  purposes  a 
teacher  or  parent  can  have.  The  "boy  or  girl  who  has  albank 
account  has  more  courage  and  ambition  than  one  who  has 
not.  The  reports  from  the  different  schools  show  that  an 
appreciable  number  of  children  have  become  bankers.  We 
need  the  assistance  of  the  people  of  the  town  in  this  work.  If 
the  parents  would  visit  the  schools  and  encourag-e  the  children 
to  save  the  pennies  which  go  for  candies  or  for  more  harmful 
luxuries,  much  greater  progress  could  be  made. 

The  table  which  is  published  in  the    Appendix   shows 
i:he  amount  deposited  up  to  date.,  the  amount  drawn  out    by 
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the  children  and  the  number  of  bank  books  obtained.  When 
a  child  deposits  up  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars  he  receives 
a  bank  book  and  g-ets  interest  on  his  deposit.  ^ 

I  wish  to  express  on  behalf  of  the  teachers  and  myself 
our  sympathy  to  the  family  of  our  deceased  member  of  the 
school  committee,  Mr.  Charles  S.  Cumming's.  He  was  always 
ready  to  assist  in  any  work  which  would  promote  the  well- 
being-  of  the  children  of  our  schools,  and  we  shall  all  miss  his 
kindly  face  and  encourag"ing  words. 

To  the  teachers  of  the  town  I  extend  my  g-rateful  ap- 
preciation for  their  loyal  efforts  to  further  everything-  which 
tends  to  promote  the  cause  of  education  in  our  town;  to  the 
committee  I  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  for  thoug-htful  and 
wise  suggrestions  which  have  made  my  work  easier  and  p1eas- 
anter;  and,  likewise,  to  thank  them  for  their  lo^^al  devotion 
to  the  interests  of  the  schools.

The  work  of  the  school  cannot  be  carried  on  efficient- 
ly with  the  present  number  of  instructors.  I  appreciate  any 
sugfgfestions  made  for  the  good  of  the  school.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee: — 

The  course  in  drawing-  has  been  fully  described  in  pre- 
vious reports  and  all  who  can  recall  the  general  outline  will 
understand  what  was  undertaken,  and  those  who  attended 
the  exhibitions  in  the  respective  class-rooms  saw  the  result 
of  the  attempt.  Our  aim  during-  the  year  has  not  been  to 
have  a  separate  course  to  be  adhered  to  strictly  and  under- 
stood only  by  the  teacher  in  charsre.  To  g-ain  our  ideal 
which  is  beauty,  drawing-  should  be  merged  into  every 
branch  of  school  work  in  every  hour  of  every  day.  "Beautv 
is  not  the  result  of  chance,  luck  or  accident;  it  arises  throug-h 
conformity  to  law.  Every  task  in  drawing  is  a  problem,  the 
■principles  of  which  must  be  known  that  successful  work  ma}^ 
be  done."  In  the  High  school  we  are  handicapped  in  carrv- 
ing  out  these  principles  by  the  absence  of  a  suitable  room. 
"We  should  not  require  what  we  cannot  do  ours'^lves.  and  i«^it 
sensible  to  expect  any  creditable  work  from  a  flylnsf  weeklv 
visit  to  a  room  laden  with  brush,  paint,  water,  paper  and 
models,  to  be  hurried  away  in  thtrtv  minutes  with  the  same 
encumbrances?  If  an  inspiration  is  gained,  the  worker 
should  be  allowed  to  stay  and  finish  the  problem  or  return 
at  will  during  another  studv  period.  Many  thanks  are  due 
the  town  for  their  cheerful  help  in  continuing  to  frame  pic- 
tures bought  by  the  children's  savings.  The  "Hennison  school 
have  added  four  to  their  very  bare  walls  the  last  two  months

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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  REVISED  LAWS, 


Chap.  44 — Sec.  1.  Every  child  between  seven  and 
fourteen  years  of  ag-e  shall  attend  some  public  day  school  in 
the  city  or  town  in  which  he  resides  durinsr  the  entire  time 
the  public  day  schools  are  in  session.  *****  The 
Superintendent  of  Schools  or,  if  there  is  no  superintendent 
of  schools,  the  School  Committee,  or  teacher  acting  under 
authority  of  said  superintendent  or  committee,  may  excuse 
cases  of  necessary  absence.     ****** 

Every  person  having:  under  his  control  a  child  as  de- 
scribed in  this  section  shall  cause  him  to  attend  school  as 
herein  required,  and  if  he  fails  for  five  day  sessions  or  ten 
half-day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six  months  while  under 
such  control  to  cause  such  child,  whose  phvsical  or  mental 
condition  is  not  such  as  to  render  his  attendance  at  school 
harmful  or  impracticable,  so  as  to  attend  school,  he  shall,  up- 
on complaint  bv  a  truant  officer  and  conviction  thereof,  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollar i.  Whoev- 
er induces  or  attempts  to  induce  a  child  to  absent  himself  un- 
lawfully from  school,  or  employs  or  harbors  a  child  who, 
while  school  is  in  session,  is  absent  unlawfully  from  school 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Chap.  4A — Sec.  6.  A  child  who  has  not  been  duly 
vaccinated  shall  not  be  admitted  to  a  public  school  except 
upon  presentation  of  a  certificate  from  a  reg'ular  practicing" 
phvsician  that  he  is  not  a  fit  subiect  for  vaccination.  A 
child  who  is  a  member  of  a  household  in  which  a  person  is 
ill  with  small  pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  measles,  or  of 
a  household  exposed  to  such  contagfion  from  another  house- 
hold as  aforesaid,  shall  not  attend  anj^  public  school  during- 
such  illness  or  until  the  teacher  of  the  school  has  been 
furnished  with  a  certificate  from  the  board  of  health  of  the 
city  or  town,  or  from  the  attending-  ph)^sician  of  such   per- 
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son,  stating  that,  in  a  case  of  small  pox,  diphtheria  or  scar- 
let fever  at  least  two  weeks,  and  in  a  case  of  measles,  at  least 
three  days,  have  elapsed  since  the  recovery,  removal  or  death 
of  such  person,  and  that  danger  of  conveying"  such  disease 
by  such  child  has  passed. 

Chap. '106 — Sec.  28.  No  child  under  the  age  of  four- 
teen years  shall  be  employed  in  any  factory,  workshop  or 
mercantile  establishment.  No  such  child  shall  be  employed 
at  work  performed  for  wages  or  other  compensation  to  whom- 
soever pa^^able,  during  the  hours  when  the  public  schools  of 
the  city  or  town  in  which  he  resides  are  in  session,  nor  be  err- 
ployed  at  work  before  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  or  after 
seven  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Chap.  106 — Sec.  2^.  No  child  under  sixteen  years  of 
age  shall  be  employed  in  a  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile 
establishment  unless  his  omolover  procures  and  keeps  on  file, 
accessible  to  the  truant  officers  of  the  city  or  town,  and  to 
the  district  oolice  and  inspectorsof  factories  and  public  build- 
ings, an  age  and  schooling  certificate  and  keeps  two  com- 
plete lists  of  all  such  minors  emploved  therein,  one  on  file, 
and  one  consnicuouslv  posted  near  the  principal  entrance  of 
the  building  in  which  such  children  are  emplo3^ed,  and  also 
keeps  on  file  and  sends  to  the  Superintendent  of  schools,  or  if 
there  is  no  superintendent  of  schools,  to  the  School  Commit- 
tee a  complete  list  of  the  names  of  all  minors  employed  there- 
in who  cannot  read  at  sight  and  write  legibly  simple  senten- 
ces in  the  English  language. 

Chap.  106 — Sec.  23.  Whoever  employs  a  minor  under 
sixteen  years  of  age,  and  whoever  having  under  his  control 
a  minor  under  such  age  permits  such  minor  to  be  employed, 
in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  sections  twenty-eight  and 
twenty-nine,  shall  for  such  offence  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  fiftv  dollars,  and  whoever  continues  to  employ 
a  minor  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  either  of  said  sec- 
tions, after  being  notified  bv  a  truant  officer  or  an  inspector 
of  factories  or  public  buildings  thereof,  shall  for  every  day 
thereafter  that  such  emplo3^ment  continues  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twent)^  dollars. 
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
